Will He Ever Be President? 
Astrology Says He Can Be 


The Planetary Indications and a Survey of Major Cycles from 1942-

Foreword 


Those who have followed the findings of 
Virginia Ehrlich, our Research Director, 
relative to the Sun-Saturn and Moon-Mars 
relationships in the Horoscopes of U. S. 
Presidents* will note that Sun square 
Saturn and Moon conjunct Mars are two 
aspects that have predominated in such 
charts to a degree that is statistically sig- 
nificant in a very decided manner. 

There is one other fact brought out by 
this investigation which was not mentioned 
and which could not be immediately empha- 
sized for scientific (statistical) reasons, but 
which to an astrologer carries considerable 
weight as an isolated instance, to wit, the 
only President of the United States with 
both Sun square Saturn and Moon conjunct 
Mars in his natal chart is Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, who also (significantly) happens 
to be the only President of the United 
States who was ever elected for three terms. 

With this fact in mind we looked over 
the political roster with a view to discover- 
ing if perhaps there might be some other 
prominent political figure in the present 
generation who also had this unique distinc- 
tion, and we have found such a man. He 
is incidentally also a man who has been

frequently mentioned as a_ prospective 
presidential candidate, namely Senator 
Styles Bridges of New Hampshire. 

This naturally leads to a consideration 
of the possibilities of Sen. Bridges in future 
elections. With these thoughts in mind we 
decided to have an astrologer connected 
with our Personal Service Department pre- 
pare an analysis of the chart of Sen. Bridges 
on the basis of data which had been sup- 
plied to us a couple of years ago by a friend 
of the Senator. We were careful to select an 
astrologer who we knew would not suspect 
the identity of the person for whom the 
chart was being written, and also were 
careful not to give an inkling of his identity. 
The results are published herewith. 

Please understand that this article does 
not constitute a prediction that Sen. Bridges 
will be elected to the Presidency at any 
time. We are merely placing him astrologt- 
cally out in front among the eligible candi- 
dates, as one who, in our astrological 
opinion, has, on the basis of our statistical 
findings, an excellent chance of winning a 
presidential election, other things being 
equal. As a matter of fact, pending the 
advent of some other individual who has 
the same astrological rating, we might be 
inclined to state that it is our opinion that 
there is only one man who could defeat 
Sen. Bridges in a presidential election, and 
that man is Franklin Delano Roosevelt.

Analysis 


This is the chart* of a man peculiarly 
well-fitted for the administration of large 
public affairs. Fixed signs are on the 
angles; He is an orderly, thorough-going 
executive, deliberate and reserved. The 
astute, purposeful, intense and exacting 
Scorpio ascends sharpened by a rising 
Uranus, and made more magnetic by the 
presence of Venus just above the Ascend- 
ant. Here is political acumen and insight, 
a compelling force of personality (Uranus) 
combined with smoothness (Venus), an 
ability to manipulate others to his will. The 
royal Leo is at the Midheaven, its natural 
qualities of leadership tempered by a dis- 
criminating grasp of practical affairs (Sun 
in Virgo), a utilitarian approach to basic 
questions. Things must work, and for all 
alike. 

The Moon in Cancer (the United States 
being a Cancer country) puts him in sym- 
pathetic rapport with the mass of the 
people, enables him to know intuitively 
what the emotional reaction of Americans 
gg ping ogee Eg hg pot , igen .

is likely to be. This Moon is conservative, 
intimately personal, and quick to find 
solutions to immediate problems. Mar 
close beside the Moon adds a dramatic in- 
tensity to the personal drive, sharpens the 
perceptions and the mind (it is in good 
aspect to the clear-thinking Virgo Mer. 
cury); he is quick to sense and to use 
advantageously the changing “temper of the 
public mind. The tight conjunction of 
Mars and the Moon, closely trine Venus, 
gives a personality of strong magnetic ap- 
peal to men and women alike, great charm, 
and an ability to manipulate social and eco- 
nomic affairs with ease. Life in its material 
aspects offers no real problems. Here is 
assurance of emotional and material sta- 
bility, enthusiasm and decision, an ability 
to tackle and iron out difficulties and bring 
anything undertaken to a successful con- 
clusion. 

But this native is a perfectionist, for all 
that he can, when necessary, make the best 
of what’s at hand. The Scorpio-Cancer 
emphasis gives high standards, as do the 
Virgo Sun and Mercury in sharp adverse 
aspect to a rising Saturn in Sagittarius. He’ 
is sensitive, critical and exacting, given to 
worry, meticulous about detail; he under- 
stands fully the difficulties, animosities and 
conflicts to be encountered and circum- 
vented in a political career. Of a some- 
what nervous mental temperament, he is 
sharp, alert and watchful, able to turn a 
complicated situation to his personal or 
political advantage. Saturn is opposed to 
Pluto, to which the Sun and Mercury are 
square, setting up a mutable cross which is 
the key pattern of stress in the chart. Here 
is great awareness of public trends and 
popular prejudice (shown also by the Can- 
cer Moon, where it is a matter of feeling, 
while the cross gives intellectual aware- 
ness), of public needs and of the critical 
importance of personal factors in political 
questions. While the cross suggests occa- 
sional vacillation, personal embroilment ot 
misunderstanding, and confusion of issues, 
there is a wide spread of interest, a flair for 
handling people in the mass (Pluto), a gift 
for propaganda, for knowing what line will 
have the widest popular appeal. 
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The presence of all the planets except 
Saturn (the personal sensitiveness), within 
a half circle bounded by the “social 
planets,” shows a person who lives most 
fully in his public role, whose need is to 
serve a large public, almost to the exclusion 
of a private life of his own. Jupiter in 
Libra, in good aspect with Saturn, makes 
him enthusiastically eager to help others 
get the most out of their talents and oppor- 
tunities; it is a genuine note of generosity 
in the chart, emphasizing the love of hu- 
manity shown by the mutable cross, Mars 
on the Moon, the sensitive Virgo Sun and 
Mercury, and the rising Venus. Here is 
not only the born political careerist, but 
one who uses his great gifts IN THE 
PUBLIC INTEREST. There is a sense 
of mission that the pointing of the years 
ahead indicates must be given a wide spread 
to develop. Any political group must be 
accounted fortunate to have so finely tem- 
pered a tool to work out its will and its 
destiny. This at least is the POTENTIAL 
of the chart. 

It is understood, of course, that this high 
potential could be used selfishly. Saturn 
square Mercury is clever; Moon on Mars 
touchy, on occasion highly emotional; the 
strong Venus likes the spotlight and can 
use the great personal charm to material 
advantage; the rising Uranus in Scorpio 
could mean self-interest, the Sun square 
Saturn ambition . , . and so on, and so on. 
The point is that in either case, he must 
be successful; his natural abilities equip 
him superbly to serve the public—or to 
make it serve him. He couldn’t escape a 
public career, political notice, involvement 
in large public affairs; the lesson of the 
chart is that only in finding a key place in 
the larger scheme of things can he work out 
his private destiny. 

It is most interesting to note that at the 
start of this political career, the progressed 
Moon had come first to the conjunction of 
the natal Sun (1931) and then of the 
progressed Sun (1934). The ‘progressed 
New Moon” always measures to the begin- 
ning of a complete new phase in experience, 
adrastic change in the way of life, and the 
thinking patterns behind it. 


The pattern begun at the “New’ Moon” 
logically builds to a climax at the “Full 
Moon,” which in this chart occurs in the 
fall of 1944 (progressed Moon to the oppo- 
sition of the Natal Sun), again setting up a 
cycle of change to the “progressed Full 
Moon” (Moon’s ,opposition to the pro- 
gressed Sun) due in the summer of 1948. 
After the major adjustments of this cli- 
matic period, this native turns a corner, to 
harvest the fruits of the experience gained 
while the Moon was moving to the Full. 

That these changes are likely to widen 
his field of usefulness, the other progres- 
sions culminating in the key years of ’44- 
45, and ’48-49, indicate in a spectacular 
way. 

The progressed Sun is now entering Scor- 
pio; in 1945 it conjoins natal Venus, in 
1946 trines natal Mars, in 1947 trines the 
Moon, in 1951-52, sextiles natal Mercury. 
These are powerful aspects—to Venus, in- 
dicating personal recognition, fruitage and 
reward—things brought to a harmonious 
rounding out of their natural growth; to 
Mars, greater activity and drive, widening 
the field of personal enterprise and power; 
to the Moon, increased public influence, 
greater popularity, wider contacts and op- 
portunities for public service; to Mercury, 
greater mental activity, broader interests, 
travel, constructive changes. 

Progressed Mercury, pathfinder of the 
Sun, having also just entered Scorpio, con- 
joins Venus in 1942, trines Mars in 1943, 
trines the Moon in 1944, sextiles its own 
place in 1946, sextiles the Sun in 1951. 
Here again are public expansion, intel- 
lectual activity, wider publicity and con- 
tacts, a more general and _ gratifying 
acceptance of his ideas. 

Progressed Venus (the satisfaction pat- 
tern, planet of accumulation and personal 
values), sextiles Jupiter (opportunity and 
expansion) in 1946, and opposes Pluto in 
1951-2, showing touch with world-wide 
questions and problems. 

Progressed Mars (the independent growth 
of the life) trines Uranus in 1949. Quite 
literally, he can “write his own ticket,” re- 
shape his world to his own patterns, on his 
own terms . . . unhampered by any circum- 
stantial limitation. 
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It is extraordinary to find in any one 
chart so many expansive progressed aspects 
compressed within a period of ten years. 
Any one of them would be excellent to 
work under; to have them all means that 
even if this individual bestirs himself not 
at all, the cosmos will drop plums in his 
lap, though favorable directions are usually 
meaningless unless they are put to work. 
If he knows where he is going, nothing can 
stop him; he should be well on his way to 
high places, if not in high places by 1944; 
the extent of his achievement depends only 
upon the reach of his imagination, the 
scope of his interests and activities, and 
the natal chart says this scope is wide. His 
affiliations now are all important, as is a 
clear definition of his objectives, though 
one is tempted to say that even if he were 
lined up on the wrong side, he could carry 
that side to victory. 

The transit picture, which brings the 
challenge of outside conditions into the life 
as ephemeral planetary configurations im- 
pinge upon sensitive points in the natal 
chart, is equally interesting. 

Saturn, whose 30-year cycle serves so 
well to key the important way-stations on 
the road to security and achievement, from 
1944 through 1950 moves through the 9th, 
10th, and 11th houses, and passes over the 
Sun during its Virgo transit, September 19, 
1948 to November 20, 1950. Saturn at the 
top of the chart always marks a period of 
climax—whether of failure or success de- 
pends upon how one has prepared the way, 
looked to inner defenses, built oneself up in 
the years before. The crucial years of this 
building are 1940 to 1944, when Saturn 
in Taurus transited the 7th house, then 
entered the 8th house sign, Gemini—there 
to clear out deadwood and reorient the life, 
reorganize resources for the big push to 
come with Saturn in the 9th and 10th 
(44-48). Saturn’s transit over the Sun 
by itself marks a major period of self- 
integration and high accomplishment. To 
have Saturn on the Sun in the 10th house, 
while remarkably favorable directions are 
culminating, can only mean an earned suc- 
cess; his talents as an administrator and 
organizer, indicated by the natal chart and 


now sharpened by the Saturn transit, mark 
this individual who could be one of the 
leaders to be concerned with the remaking 
of a war-torn world, a key figure in the 
rebuilding of our economy. 

The last two years should have been 
years of adjustment, climaxed by the op- 
position of the Saturn-Uranus conjunction 
to natal Uranus in May, 1942. Now, and 
in the early months of 1943, the spotlight 
is on Saturn. With the transiting planet 
opposing its natal place, he comes to a 
turning point in his affairs. It is an aspect 
of awareness; he is required to measure 
past achievement against his opportunities, 
to bend his immediate efforts to the 
strengthening of his defenses, to chart his 
course for a steady rise to the peak period 
of the progressed Full Moon, the culminat- 
ing directions, and the Sun-and-10th-house 
transit of Saturn. 

Uranus is also in Gemini, opposing natal 
Saturn during the summer of 1943 and the 
first four months of 1944, setting up a 
conflict between conservative forces within 
the man himself and the challenge from 
without to admit dynamic new ideas. He 
must take an independent stand, be ready 
to use tested principles in new ways, put 
all that he stands for to broader social use. 
He must develop his intellectual and politi- 
cal “shock troops” for the assault on the 
citadel in 1944, 

In the last half of 1944, when so many 
other factors are reaching a climax, Uranus 
trines Jupiter, making this excellent ex- 
pansive aspect from the house of oppor- 
tunity to the house of political affiliations 
and personal objectives. During 1945 and 
the first half of 1946, Uranus squares the 
Sun—an adverse but most dynamic aspect, 
highly constructive when it gives the im- 
petus to strike out independently, to strug- 
gle for a dominant position in the general 
scheme of things. At the same time, Uranus 
is on Pluto, which indicates that his private 
destinies are intimately tied in with public 
demands and needs, as is even more poig- 
nantly the case with thé passage of Uranus 
over natal Neptune in ’47 and ’48. He 
should be dynamically sensitive to ham-

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The Prehistoric Geozod 


On the Basis of the Ptolemaic Familiarities 


Dc earliest, and perhaps the only well 
authenticated reference that we have re- 
garding the familiarities of the various 
regions of the Earth with the planets, fixed 
stars and zodiacal signs is in the Tetra- 
biblos of Claudius Ptolemy, copied from 
Egyptian sources about the year 180 A.D. 
The last paragraph of chapter 2, book II, 
is as follows: 

“And thus, in each particular climate, 
certain peculiar qualities are to be found, 
arising from the natural familiarity which 
it holds with the stars and the twelve 
signs. And although these qualities do not 
pervade it in such a manner as to be 
necessarily exhibited by every individual 
native, yet they are so far generally dis- 
tributed as to be of much utility in in- 
vestigating particular events; and it is 
highly important to take at least a brief 
notice of them.” 

It is highly probable that no modern 
astrologer would, at this day, use these 
familiarities exactly according to Ptolemy’s 
divisions of the terrestrial map, because 
we now know the Earth is approximately 
a globe, and not a broad, flat surface, as 
contemplated by Ptolemy’s arrangement. 
Therefore, instead of using the style of 
map suggested by Ptolemy, we now make 
up the geozodiac map of the Earth accord- 
ing to Mercator’s Projection. This change 
makes it necessary for us to treat the 
whole subject of these familiarities in an 
entirely different manner from that as 
taught in the Tetrabiblos. 

The fundamental idea upon which these 
familiarities is based certainly comes down 
to us from the prehistoric astrologers. They 
found that the zodiacal signs (not con- 
stellations) had a fixed familiarity or cor-

respondence with the surface of our Earth. 
That is, about 30° surveyed along the sur- 
face of the Earth was particularly sensitive 
to, familiar with, or corresponded to the 
zodiacal sign of Aries. The next 30° to the 
east was assigned to Taurus, next to Gemini 
and so on for all the 12 zodiacal signs. It 
was supposed, as Ptolemy states, that these 
divisions were fixed and permanent, as 
explained in chapter 2 of the Tetrabiblos. 
That is, some locations were near the sea, 
others in the mountains, etc., fully as 
permanent as could be expected of solid 
terra firma. 

The question as to where Aries begins 
on the face of the Earth was settled long 
ago, by the ante-diluvian astrologers, who 
almost certainly used a map nearly the 
same as our modern maps of Mercator’s 
Projection, though Ptolemy, living in the 
dark ages of the second century, used a 
Greek map, showing only a small portion 
of the Earth’s surface, yet he carefully re- 
tained the true astrological prime meridian 
established by the prehistoric ancients. 

The common Mercator Projection of the 
terrestrial map is so familiar to all that no 
particular description of it seems necessary 
further than to remark that it is a true 
projection of the globe’s surface. These 
maps are easily obtainable, already printed 
and fitted to the Greenwich meridian, 
which, for our purpose, is an entirely sat- 
isfactory arrangement. 

The conventional Greenwich meridian, 
however, is not the true astrological prime 
meridian, by a difference of 31°-05’, it 
being that much too far west. The true 
astrological meridian passes from the 
geographic north pole to the south pole 
through the ancient head-dress of the 
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Egyptian Sphinx, still located on the west 
bank of the River Nile, in north latitude 
30°-01’ north. 

How the conclusion is reached that the 
great Egyptian Sphinx marks the prime 
astrological meridian on the Earth cannot 
be fully explained in a few words, there- 
fore it must suffice here to state briefly that 
this is almost exactly the prime meridian 
described by Ptolemy in chapter 3, book 
2 of the Tetrabiblos, Ordinarily this fact 
alone would establish it as the astrological 
prime meridian, but upon making some 
special investigations it is found that in all 
probability each of the hundred or more 
pyramids located on this meridian in the 
Nile river valley was erected here because 
this is the true prime meridian of the 
astrological geozod, each individual pyra- 
mid being erected to commemorate some 
great or at least particularly significant 
planetary event. For example, the great 
pyramid of Gizeh was almost certainly 
erected to mark the period in time when 
the vernal equinox and the Earth’s peri- 
helion coincided, in about the Julian year 
4032 B.C. 

The Sphinx was erected about the year 
11,542 B.C., when the vernal equinox 
coincided with the first degree of Virgo 
and the 30th degree of Leo. As before 
remarked, this is the simple statement of 
ascertained facts and the proofs must be 
left to a long chapter in a book. 

Waving aside all petty controversies, 
the terrestrial meridian located at 31°-05’ 
longitude east from Greenwich is here 
assumed to be the true ancient astrological 
prime meridian and the one used by 
Ptolemy. But instead of this meridian 
marking the first degree of Aries, it really 
marks the first degree of the zodiacal sign 
Cancer. 

Just a moment’s reflection will at once 
make this clear to anyone who has a work- 
ing knowledge of astronomy. The Sphinx, 
which we assume is the monument erected 
by prehistoric astrologers to establish this 
meridian, is in latitude 30°-05’ north, al- 
most exactly the latitude the Moon reaches 
when in its greatest possible northern dec- 
lination above the equator. Now that 


point can by no possibility be anything 
else except the first degree of the sign 
Cancer. It certainly is not the first point 
of Aries, for how can the first point of 
Aries have any declination at all from the 
equator, when it is forever an absolute 
fixture exactly in the equator? How can 
any degree of the ecliptic ever have the 
Moon, or any planet in it, at 30° north 
declination except the first degree of 
Cancer, the Moon’s own “house?” 

By no sort of roundabout reasoning can 
one show that any other degree of the 
zodiac except the first degree of Cancer 
ever even approaches the declination of the 
Egyptian Sphinx—the prehistoric monu- 
ment fixed to show the prime astrological 
meridian—but when the Moon’s nodes are 
at the equinoxials, that luminary even at 
this day reaches a maximum northern 
declination of 28°-36’, only 1°-29’ from 
the head of the Egyptian Sphinx, but was 
within 2’ of it in the year 11,542 B.C., 
according to Stockwell’s tables. 

This Sphinx was, therefore, erected in 
the year 11,542 B.C. to mark the Earth’s 
prime astrological meridian used by Ptole- 
my, and he derived all his astrological 
system directly from Egyptian sources. 

As a consequence of this determination 
it follows that the first point of the zodiacal 
sign Aries must be exactly on the equator 
and exactly 90° to the west and, surely 
enough, we find a most astonishingly great 
prehistoric monument very nearly in that 
locality. On account of the fact that this 
wonderful monument has not received very 
much attention from modern astrologers, 
a brief account of it is given as follows: 

In a book of travels by C. W. Donvill- 
Fife, entitled “Among the Wild. Tribes of 
the Amazon,” an account is given of the 
author’s visit to the great “mystery stone,” 
in the wilds of Brazil. This stone is a great 
boulder somewhere near 200 feet high 
above the ground and at a distance greatly 
resembles an immense inflated balloon. 
There are hieroglyphs on its sides, and 
Col, Churchward in his book, “The Sacred 
Symbols of Mu,” says they are letters of 
an ancient alphabet.

The natives in the region call this a 
“mystery stone” and, according to several 
writers who have seen it, the hieroglyphic 
characters sculptured upon it appear to 
have been done by a prehistoric race. 

The exact location of this stone is not 
known, but if we go by the account of 
Donvill-Fife it must be very near longi- 
tude 60°-23’ west of Greenwich and in 
latitude 3°-30’ north. The true terrestrial 
longitude of the first point of Aries would 
be 58°-55’ west of Greenwich, hence this 
stone seems to be displaced about 1°-28’ 
to the west and is 3°-30’ too far north. 
The significance of this displacement is not 
clear, unless we may suppose this mystery 
stone is not the true monument which is 
really on the equator, about a hundred 
miles to the east, and still awaiting dis- 
covery. 

There is probably another monument 
making the first point of Libra, on the 
Island of Formosa, or in the sea on the 
southern coast of that island. 

The location for the monument for 
Capricorn is in the South Pacific ocean and 
is probably now submerged, the replicas 
on Easter Island being the only repre- 
sentatives still above the ocean level. 

To any astrologer, or even astronomer, 
who will give the matter some study, it 
must be plain that a monument like the 
Sphinx, located in latitude 30°-05’ north 
and at the first point of Cancer would not 
only be a perfect terrestrial meridian as 
measured on the equator, but also a perfect 
meridian measured on the ecliptic, or 
zodiacal circle. Of course, the same would 
be true of any monument located at the 
first point of Capricorn, but since Capri- 
corn, the Sea Goat, is far beneath the ocean 
waves, the only available spot for a monu- 
ment to the true astrological meridian 
would be on the banks of the river Nile 
at the first point of the terrestrial Cancer. 

With Aries, however, it is evident that 
the zodiacal longitude would be at an angle 
of 23°-27’ to the terrestrial meridians, and 
using this angular value to compute posi- 
tion of the first degree of Aries at the 39th 
terrestrial parallel of north latitude, we 
find that the city of Washington, D. C., 


at about 2°-23’ Aries. At a little above 
parallel 40° north this line passes through 
the southwest corner of Pennsylvania and 
in Union township, Washington County, a 
“thunder-bird” was found in a prehistoric 
mound by G. S. Fisher, chief of the Penn- 
sylvania Historical Survey, who lives at 
Finleyville, Pa. This “thunder-bird” is the 
same as the eagle of the Peruvian Incas, 
and measures about 14 feet from tip to tip 
of the wings, this measurement being 8 
cubits of Karnak. By a close computation 
it is found that Union township in Wash- 
ington County, Pa., must be within less 
than 5’ from the terrestrial first point of 
Aries, in north latitude about 40°. 

Thus we know positively that the An- 
cients marked the first degree of Aries by 
a thunder-bird in southwest Pennsylvania, 
on the 40th parallel north. 

It would be beyond the scope of this 
short article to fully develop the Geozodic 
map. (To distinguish this map from ‘all 
others we propose to call it the ee 
Geozodic map.) 

But for the sake of giving some e idea as 
to the general trend of the first point of 
Aries across United States territory I will 
remark that it strikes inland on the Atlantic 
seaboard at a point 5 miles east of Pamlico, 
North Carolina, extends to Weldon, N. C., 
thence 5 miles south of Blackstone, Notto- 
way County, Va., 12 miles west of Har- 
risonburg, Va., 5 miles east of Gladwin, 
Tucker County, W. Va., near West Union, 
Washington County, Pa., enters Lake Erie 
at Wickliffe, Lake County, Ohio, crosses 
Michigan at Gaylord, Ostego County, 
Mich. 

By a special calculation it is found that 
the city of Washington D. C. must be just 
about at 2°-23’ of Aries. . 

The calculations for each city are com- 
plicated, though the rules are fairly simple, 
and any astrologer may find the principal 
rules in the common text-books. It is the 
rule for finding ascenscional differences and 
is simply log tan oblique angle plus log tan 
terrestrial latitude equals log sine distance 
from prime astrological meridian. 

A special construction of a common ter- 
restrial globe will answer admirably to 
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find all the Geozod positions without any 
calculation by merely adjusting one meri- 
dian and turning the globe on its polar 
axis. On parallel 40 in the United States, 
the first point of Pisces is 102°-30' west of 
Greenwich, which is nearly 100 miles east 
of Denver, Colorado. 

The 15th degree of Aquarius, on parallel 
40, is almost exactly on the state line be- 
tween Utah and Nevada. 

San Francisco is in about the third de- 
gree of Aquarius, while Los Angeles is 
somewhere near 16° of Aquarius. 

There are already some half a dozen or 
more so-called methods for determining the 
true positions of the Ptolemaic Familiarities 
on the Earth’s surface, all differing from 
the Geozod system, as here offered. By the 
true Geozod system, the city of Washing- 
ton is located at about 2°-23’ Aries, by a 
Pacific coast writer it is at 9°-43’ Aquarius, 
by Albert Ross Parsons 14° Cancer; Wil- 
son’s Dictionary says New York is ruled 
by Cancer, Philadelphia by Gemini, Char- 
leston, S. C. by Virgo. In a recent magazine 
article 18 degrees of Capricorn covers 
Cleveland, Ohio. This certainly looks like 
confusion of authority, It is difficult to see 
the reason why Capricorn, a southern sign, 
would be anywhere near Cleveland, Ohio, 
if Cancer is covering New York, a few 
miles to the east, or that Gemini is at 
Philadelphia, somewhere between the other 
two points, while South Carolina, a short 
distance to the south is governed by Virgo. 

Albert Ross Parsons seems to have cor- 
rectly understood that the zodiacal cor- 
respondences as referred to the Earth’s 
surface are fixed and permanent, being 
entirely unaffected by the precessional mo- 
tion of the constellations. But he places the 
first point of Aries at the Egyptian Pyra- 
mids in about 30° of north latitude, when 
everybody else knows very well that the 
first point of Aries is always on the equator. 
He also places the sign Capricorn in North 
America, when we all know the first point 
of that sign is 23°-27’ south of the equator. 
Furthermore, Parsons. supposed the zo- 
diacal signs conformed exactly to the ter- 
restrial meridians, while every first grade 
student fully understands that the zodiacal 


belt lays obliquely to the equator and to 
all but two meridians. 

That class of writer who argues that the 
Earth’s equinoxes have a precessional mo- 
tion should be given no sort of credence, 
for this is merely an appearance, due to 
the precessional motion of the fixed stars. 
The equinoxes are points on the Earth’s 
equator, absolutely fixed and forever with- 
out the slightest motion. Their confusion 
arises from the old word “fixed star,” 
whereas no stars are fixed; they are all in 
motion, particularly along the zodiac in the 
order of the signs, at the rate of about 
50.25” per year. 

It is by no means certain that the con- 
stellations contain exactly 30° each, but if 
anyone wishes to use them that way, it may 
be done by adding 38° for precession up 
to the year 1945. That is, the first point of 
the constellations is in that year at 8° of 
Taurus, or near the Cape Verde Islands and 
the southern point of Greenland. 

How the Calculations are Made 

The problem of locating the zodiacal 
signs on our common Greenwich maps is 
not very complicated, if we will always 
remember that any degree of the zodiac or 
ecliptic can be referred to by oblique as- 
cension. That is, these degrees are oblique 
to the equator and to all degrees of latitude. 

The first points of Aries and Libra are 
at an oblique angle of 23°-27’; the first 
points of Taurus, Scorpio, Virgo and Pisces 
are at an angle of 15°-38’, while the first 
points of Gemini, Sagittarius, Leo and 
Aquarius are at an angle of 7°-49’. 

Now the oblique ascension of these 
points under these angles are simply their 
ascensional differences added to their right 
ascensions, or their geographic longitudes. 

The common formula is simply: Log tan 
geographic latitude, plus log tan angle of 
the ecliptic longitude = log sine of ascen- 
sional difference. In applying the ascen- 
sional difference to terrestrial longitude, 
however, we count from the Sphinx, which 
is in longitude 31°-05’ east Greenwich, be- 
cause we assume that to be the true astro- 
logical prime meridian.

An Analysis of the Probable Changes, Social and Political 
Coincident with the Transit of Neptune from 
Virgo Into Libra, October, 1942 


Part II 


Neptune in Libra 


\ \ E have studied Neptune in Virgo 


carefully in order to make the contrast with 
Neptune in Libra. The transit of Neptune 
in Libra will be particularly important be- 
cause at the time of its entry it will make 
several remarkable aspects and also shortly 
before the entry Uranus, the great electric, 
magnetic planet, passed into Gemini. Pluto, 
now in Leo, will make a sextile aspect to 
Neptune, as well as to Uranus, for some 
time. The entry of Saturn into Gemini is 
also another milestone. From an astro- 
logical point of view, this will forecast one 
of the great constructive periods of history. 
Indeed, it may overshadow almost all which 
have gone before. One and all, we will 
have to assume new responsibilities in the 
shaping of a future world order. We can- 
not think of the future world except in 
terms of a balance of power. Libra is the 
sign of the balance, and the entry of Nep- 
tune into Libra will transfer the balance 
from the material to the spiritual plane. 

Let us illustrate in the following man- 
ner. Neptune’s entry into Libra will pro- 
duce a change of consciousness. To a 
certain extent, in Neptune in Libra we 
‘will have the influence of Neptune conjunc- 
tion Venus, whereas, while Neptune was in 
Virgo, the consciousness was that of Nep-

tune conjunction Mercury. ‘Thus, where 
all partnerships and dealing with others are 
concerned, we will see resemblances instead 
of discussing differences. For the charac- 
teristic of Virgo is to dispute differences, 
while the characteristic of Libra is to discern 
reciprocal rights and obligations. Neptune 
in Virgo gives lack of perspective and petti- 
ness of purpose. 

Neptune in Libra will show forth the 
virtue of fairness, cooperativeness and help- 
fulness. The danger of this position is 
parasitism, or the belief that it is natural 
to derive our support and ideas at second 
hand. Since Libra is a cardinal sign, the 
Neptunian characteristics will show forth 
in action. As Virgo is a mutable sign, these 
same characteristics tended to discussion, 
sometimes rather tedious. The air triplicity 
is a triplicity of truth. The ideal principle 
of the cardinal cross is goodness. The 
cardinal signs give the four cardinal virtues 
of Plato: Aries, courage; Cancer, prudence; 
Libra, justice; and Capricorn, temperance. 

We now have Uranus trine Neptune. 
Uranus is the lord of the descent into mat- 
ter. He is stationed in the material world, 
but has a vision of both the material and 
the spiritual. Neptune is the lord of the 
return to the spiritual. He has a character- 
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istic of other worldliness, which frequently 
makes him appear as inefficient. 

The trine aspect between these two 
planets shows that the present race, which 
has descended into matter and lives in a 
material world, yet possesses the power to 
see the beauty and the necessity of the 
return to spiritual life. Through this con- 
tact human beings will be able to realize 
their own potentialities. They may be as 
if traveling to a foreign country singing 
songs of their native homeland. 

Since Libra rules partnerships, Neptune 
in this sign will change hardness to sym- 
pathy. This will have much to do with the 
marriage state, giving far greater sympathy 
and much less of carping criticism. 

Saturn is an honest and strict planet. 
The trine of Saturn to Neptune will bestow 
honesty and strictness, tempered with sym- 
pathy and understanding. This will mani- 
fest in changed marital relations and we 
will have far more equality in marriage 
than has ever been deemed possible. 

Uranus, the planet of drama, works like 
the flash of a thunderstorm to clear the air. 
Uranus tends to a realization that it is 
necessary for man to adapt himself to new 
circumstances. Neptune is the planet of 
sensation, while Uranus is the planet of 
drama. A harmony between these two 
from the progressive air signs will tend to a 
climax in human relations. This will be 
particularly pronounced by Pluto, strongly 
aspected from Leo for years to come. It 
has been said that Pluto tends to give a 
new start in life, and it gives the need for 
individual assertion and for developing an 
outlet for the energies. This all bears out 
the fact that these strange planetary rela- 
tionships show that the curtain is rising 
upon a new era of the world drama. 


‘ Strong Discipline Required 


During this period of the second world 
war, it is necessary for man to subject him- 
self to strong discipline. It is only thus 
that the immense volume of output in our 
factories will be obtained and secured. This 
discipline may be used after the war is 
over for building a peace which is more 
just and stable. 
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For the next six or seven years, the Sun 
at each ingress will be in major aspect to 
Neptune. When we study the ingress maps 
up to 1950, the results are seen to be re- 
markable. London is the astronomical 
center of the world. Up to 1946 we get a 
Sun-Neptune opposition occupying angular 
houses at each vernal ingress for London. 
In March 1942, the Sun in Aries was within 
two degrees of the Ascendant opposition of 
Neptune on the descendant. In 1943, the 
Sun in Aries is within 1 degree of the mid- 
heaven opposite Neptune on the cusp of the 
4th house. In 1944, the Sun in the 7th is 
within three degrees of the descendant in 
opposition to a rising Neptune. In 1945 
and ’46 the aspects are not so close but are 
still angular. 

To us, this constitutes a very remarkable 
series and shows that in England we will 
have a socialistic and ultra-democratic gov- 
ernment. This does not necessarily mean 
that the present king will be dethroned or 
that monarchs will cease to rule. It does, 
however, show a change in the body politic 
and in the consciousness of the people. 
These aspects will repeat themselves all 
over the world, although they will, of 
course, fall in different houses. 

In France, we can only hope that the 
Sun opposition Neptune aspects will result 
in the formation of another horoscope for 
France. It seems likely that the present 
map is now completely obsolete and no bet- 
ter thing could happen. Speaking in an 
astrological manner, France can never be 
happy, nor can Europe be peaceful, while 
the violent map of the Republic represents 
the fortunes of France. As stated, I believe 
it is obsolete and that a new and a real 
French government will have a better horo- 
scope. In the meantime, we can only hope 
that when the almost inevitable second 
French revolution arises, it will be more 
humane and less bloody than was the first. 


During 1948, Uranus will reach Cancer 
and it will then start a series of Sun-Uranus 
aspects bringing drastic reorganization after 
the years of post-war confusion. It is easy 
to see that in the next ten years, the world 
is going to be jolted out of its rut in no 
uncertain fashion.

The maps for the Great Mutation have 
sometimes been spoken of as “World Horo- 
scopes.” In the chart for 1603, the Sun 
and Moon both reach the square of Nep- 
tune in 1944 and 1945. The chart of the 
Earth Mutation for 1842 shows progressed 
Sun square Neptune during 1943. These 
measures are both by the radix system. 
They confirm in no mean way the fact that 
the world is changing and that we are com- 
ing to something which approaches mild 
socialism. In September, 1945, Neptune 
will come into conjunction with Jupiter in 
Libra. This will undoubtedly give us a 
new set of values both spiritual and ma- 
terial. We will then work for others not 
alone for the material profits which may 
accrue, but for the spiritual values which 
our labor will give both to ourselves and to 
the world. 

It may be asked what relation these 
aspects have to the capitalist system. It is 
my opinion that they do not mean a col- 
lapse of that system of government, but 
that they do indicate a modification and a 
humanization of capitalism. We have 
spoken of the great mutation conjunction 
of January 26, 1842. It occurred for this 
country at 0:29 A.M., T.L.T., Washington, 
D.C. In this map we find the Sun in 5:55 
Aquarius, and Mercury in 11:58 Aquarius. 
Neptune in the next few years will trine 
the position of the Sun and then trine the 
position of Mercury. 

In the chart for the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, Jupiter is in 5:54 Cancer and 
Venus is in 3:51 Cancer. When Neptune 
comes to the square of these two positions, 
it will indicate great changes in our homes 
and many financial difficulties. 

In the chart of Franklin D. Roosevelt,* 
Neptune will square his Moon in 5:43 
Cancer at the end of October, 1944. I 
anticipate that at that time he will definitely 
retire from active participation in the gov- 
ernment. Since Saturn is in Cancer in 
1944, he will undoubtedly be much occu- 
pied with the problems of peace and recon- 
struction. Undoubtedly he will never wish 
to run for president again. 

*The only authentic time available (see American 


Astrology Magazine, August 1942 issue, page 13) places 
the natal Moon in 6:16 Cancer. 


In connection with the chart of Vice. 
President Henry A. Wallace, it is worth. 
while noting that he has both the Sun and 
Uranus in Libra in his 6th house. An in- 
teresting problem for the student is just 
what the transit of Neptune will mean 
going over these two positions. When 
Saturn gets into Cancer, it will square both 
of them. Concerning his presidential pos- 
sibilities, it is significant that many who 
have been elected president of the United 
States have had radical planets in Cancer, 
Wallace has no planets here placed, but he 
has 26 Cancer on the cusp of his 4th house 
with the Moon the ruler of the 4th angular 
in the 7th. 

Concerning Neptune in Libra, it may be 
asked what type of changes will come into 
the marriage relation. We have spoken of 
greater sympathy and consideration. Nep- 
tune is a planet which does not, like Saturn, 
tie hard legal knots. Thus, the more 
spiritual side of the marriage tie may be 
expected to come into manifestation. This 
leads us to the question as to how divorce 
and forms of divorce will be affected and 
what the result upon children will be. Un- 
doubtedIly much of the formalism will be 
taken out of marriage and divorce will be 
made comparatively easy. With Neptune 
opposing Aries, the question of personal 
freedom as ruled by the Ist house will come 
into conflict with the solemn legal tie shown 
by the 7th house. Whether some form of 
trial marriage will be adopted is an interest- 
ing point for consideration. 

Just what the physical effects will be 
upon the world, and upon the constitution 
of man himself, is a further question for 
discussion. With Neptune in Libra, it is 
logical that the kidneys, ruled by Neptune, 
will require particular care. With Neptune 
opposing Aries, many people may suffer 
from peculiar headaches very hard to ana- 
lyze and cure, perhaps of a psychic char- 
acter. 

Gemini is the child’s sign and Neptune 
trining this sign will give us new systems 
of education and will change our schools 
and colleges in an amazing way. Set courses 
will not be as important as they have been 
and the elective system will become opera-

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individual contacts which can only occur 
once in a lifetime and therefore they 
usually indicate a gradual change in the 
general trend of the individual’s life—a 
sort of re-orientation in the chain of causa- 
tion leading to future developments of in- 
Thus they represent 
atelease of forces or a movement which 
gains momentum as time goes on. 

There are three individuals listed above 
who are political figures not directly con- 
nected with the war in any way. For these 
we feel we can safely furnish a brief in- 
terpretation of the contacts in question, 
since such are not likely to have any direct 
bearing on our war effort. With reference to 
the others, we are merely giving the-con- 
figurations and contacts. Any student of 
astrology is at liberty to interpret them 
according to his ability. 


James A. Farley—Sun conjunct Mars 
October 5th, conjunct Mr. Farley’s Mars 
and Uranus, could call for a sudden and 
unexpected shift in his political battle lines 
to meet a determined challenge from the 
Labor element or from official quarters. This 
is likely to be in response to what is to him 
quite unexpected conditions, but the fact 
that Mars is involved in both the transiting 
and natal configurations (and in Libra) 
could indicate that through aggressive di- 
plomacy he might be able to use the 
weapons of the opposition to his own ad- 
vantage or, in plain language, that the ulti- 
mate result may be that he may win much 
more support from the Labor Party than 
he would had the challenge not been 
met. Finally on October 14th, Mercury 
conjunct Venus in the same contact with 
his chart would seem to indicate a possi- 
bility of a “Peace offer” from the opposi- 
tion, an offer of co-operation and quite a 
favorable “Press.” There is some doubt in 
our mind as to just how that grand trine in 
Mr. Farley’s chart should be interpreted in 
relation to a political campaign but the fact 
is that so far he seems to have done quite 
well, although we do not know of any in- 
stance wherein it has been directly con- 
tacted as in this case. However, it is quite 
probable that the sextile of Saturn to his 
natal Sun on one apex of the trine lends 
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the necessary stability and organizing 
ability to make this grand trine a really 
effective combination. 

The fact that Venus is involved in the 
contact of October 14th would appear to 
indicate the probability that the women’s 
vote may be an important factor, and we 
can see no reason why this should not be in 
Mr. Farley’s favor. 


John James Bennett, Jr.—It may be 
noted that Mr. Bennett’s South Node is 
conjunct Mr. Farley’s Mars and Uranus, 
hence they are both involved in the Octo- 
ber 5th and 14th conjunctions. This South 
Node contact between the two charts, ac- 
cording to our interpretation, merely con- 
firms what appears at this time to be a 
generally acknowledged fact, that if Mr. 
Bennett does win the election it will be 
due to Mr. Farley’s efforts, and further- 
more it indicates that the latter will have 
to give all he has to get the desired result. 

From the astrological point of view this 
does not shape up as a campaign in which 
any punches can be pulled. At best it 
should be close, up to the last lap at least 
—very close. 

We cannot see any particular reason why 
Mr. Bennett should not benefit from the 
Mars-Saturn and Venus-Mercury mutual 
conjunctions conjoining his natal Venus 
and South Node-on the 5th and 14th re- 
spectively. In fact it would seem that 
about all he personally has to do in this 
situation is ride with the tide and follow 
the path of least resistance. 

Later we find Mr. Bennett on his own in 
the mutual conjunction of Venus and Mars 
in 24° Libra on October 23rd, conjunct his 
natal Saturn, trine his natal Venus. Saturn 
is, of course, the planet of security, con- 
servatism, and in Libra, diplomatic finesse, 
and since we again find Venus (this time on 
his natal Venus and involved in addition to 
the transiting Venus). The Venusian ele- 
ment in politics logically refers to the 
women’s vote which will no doubt be an 
important factor. 
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Around the 23rd the admonition “stand 
pat” would seem to be in order—stand firm 
on a policy adopted early in the month. 


Thomas E. Dewey—Under the Sun con- 
junct Mars on October 5th, and Mercury 
conjunct Venus October 14th in mutual 
conjunction with Mr. Dewey’s natal Moon, 
and in consideration of the fact that his 
natal Moon is in his natal twelfth house, it 
would seem that his record as a prosecutor 
of the underworld is likely to be used to 
great advantage, temporarily at least be- 
coming a major campaign issue. There is 
no question but that such a contact promises 
popularity, but that Moon is not far re- 
moved from an opposition to his natal 
Mars in the 6th house. We are just won- 
dering whether his popularity with the 
masses may not be offset considerably by 
his unpopularity with certain other elements 
who have not been so gently treated by 
Mr. Dewey in his capacity as New York 
District Attorney. 

Finally he is also involved in that Venus- 
Mars conjunction of October 23rd which 
falls on his Ascendant, assuming that the 
birth hour* given to us by his secretary is 
correct, which could indicate a tendency to 
coast in the rest of the way in the belief 
that he has the election pretty well in hand, 
but the wiser course would seem to be for 
him to choose this time to launch a vigor- 
ous aggressive personal campaign. In any 
case here are conflicting forces combined 
in a challenge to Mr. Dewey personally, 
and while there is nothing to indicate that 
they are definitely unfriendly, they cer- 
tainly spotlight everything about him per- 
sonally and his personal record. In other 
words this configuration puts him definitely 
on the spot, which of course does not neces- 
sarily mean that he cannot successfully 
meet these forces and use them to his 
advantage. It could easily be a “spot- 
light” bringing out clearly his personal 
powers in a manner not unfavorable to him.

EQUATORIAL ARCS 


Joliet, Illinois, 

As a subscriber to American Astrology 
Magazine for several years, I am taking the 
liberty to request you to give me some 
astrological information. 

In an advertisement, an astrologer states 
that he progresses the natal chart by Equa- 
torial Arcs and also states that “they most 
accurately indicate the time of the develop. 
ment of natal potentialities.” 

I am familiar with Radix System of 
using arcs, but I am uninformed of the 
Equatorial Arc method of progression. 

Will you please inform me either through 
American Astrology Magazine or through 
a letter in this regard?

ANSWER: It may be stated that the 
term “Equatorial Arc” in itself is rather 
ambiguous. Of course, it necessarily im- 
plies Arcs in Right Ascension, but it could 
refer to any one of four methods for arriv- 
ing at such Arcs. It could mean Meridan 
Distance (in Right Ascension), i.e., divi- 
sions of the semi-Arcs; Arcs in Oblique 
Ascension; the Right Ascension of the Ver- 
tical Circles (meridian angles in the plane 
of the horizon); or the Right Ascension of 
Horizontal Angles in the plane of the Prime 
Vertical, 

It is highly probable that the advertiser 
you mention had reference to arcs in 
Oblique Ascension since these are the arcs 
most commonly used in this connection.

INCONJUNCT 


New York, N. Y. 

Will you kindly explain the meaning of 
the term “inconjunct?” Is it a 150-degree 
aspect, partaking of the sign Virgo, whose 
meaning is always service and health? I 
would appreciate some clarification on the 
subject. 

Student. 


ANSWER: Strictly speaking, the word 
“inconjunct” means not in conjunction, 
and according to such interpretation it 
specifically applies only to planets which 
are not in the same degree of Longitude or 
parallel of declination, the latter being 
considered analagous to the zodiacal con- 
junction. 


However, early astrologers broadened 
this interpretation to include planets which 
were not considered to be in any aspect 
one to the other, or planets in positions 
which were considered to be without in- 
fluence. 


For this reason Ptolemy applied it spe- 
cifically to planets which were 150° or 
five signs distant from each other, a posi- 
tion which he considered without influence. 
Therefore, since his time, the term incon- 
junct has been variously applied to planets 
in this angular relationship, although the 
term quincux is more generally and prop- 
erly used as applicable to this position, 
particularly by those who acknowledge this 
angular relationship as a bona fide aspect. 
For our general interpretations of this as- 
pect, we cannot do better than refer you 
to page 54, American Astrology Ephemeris 
for 1940; page 82, American Astrology

The perennial headache of the astrologer 
is inaccurate data. So often the labor ex- 
pended in the calculation and study of a 
horoscope is merely wasted effort for the 
reason that the data upon which the chart 
is based is simply not in accordance with 
the facts. 

In this connection we have found the ill- 
fated liner Normandie no exception. In 
the interests of Scientific Astrology a full 
record of our investigations to date relative 
to the actual launching of this ship is pre- 
sented herewith. We leave it to our readers 
and students to draw their own conclusions 
and decide which chart is correct.

Your idea for a Pyramid time-scale that 
makes the beginning of the “second low 
passage” conform with the date of this 
war’s starting is very interesting and I agree 
with the logic upon which you have based 
it.

of the “second low passage” is to the total 
period of the entire length of the floor level 
(Great Step through the K. C.)! You 
would find an analysis of the suggested 
proportional comparison of interest if, re- 
taining Davidson’s period for the K. C.

After more than thirty years as a 
family doctor and the delivery of more 
than 3,000 babies, it seems to me that 
timeliness is the most important 
element in birth, once the right parents 
have been chosen. The time of life at 
which parents have children and the 
season of the year at which the babies 
are born have far greater bearing upon 
the sex, physical condition and intel- 
ligence of the infants than is perhaps 
popularly understood. 

My own observation, and more 
scientific evidence compiled by others, 
indicates that February, March and 
April, are the most favorable months 
of the year for births in North 
America. With a little calculation on 
your fingers, you'll realize that now ts 
a good time to be planning to have a 
baby, considering the following facts: 

The children born in the Spring 
have a low death rate in infancy. The 
births of persons who achieve distinc- 
tion rise to high proportions in that 
season. The offspring of those born 
in the Spring live to more than average 
age. It has been calculated that per- 
sons born.in the February-March- 
April period in the U. S. live three 
and eight-tenths years longer than 
those born in July, August, or Septem- 
ber. The results thus far of psycho- 
logical tests begun some 12 years ago 
permit the deduction that children 
born in Spring months_are more in- 
telligent than those born in Summer 
and still more so than those born in 
Winter. 


special significance with reference to the 
present conflict, and pointed out that this 
might be accounted for by the fact that this 
was the degree of the Moon’s Ascending 
Node in the Libra Ingress. chart of Septem- 
ber 23, 1938, the chart which we have 
accepted as the war chart. 

Also in April 1941 (page 28), we pub- 
lished a graph based on the Full Moon of 
May 11, 1941, pointing out in connection 
therewith that apparently Mars could rea- 
sonably be accepted as the sensitive point 
in this Full Moon chart. We indicated on 
that diagram those geographical areas where 
Mars in the Full Moon chart (above re- 
ferred to) was on any one of the four 
angles. 

Reference to this diagram (April 1941 
issue) will reveal that by this method the 
position of Mars in the Full Moon chart 
accurately spotted China, Malaya, Dutch 
East Indies, Australia and Hawaii, also the 
West Coast of South America, the Panama 
Canal, and the East Coast of North 
America as focal points for the martial 
forces released by that Full Moon (May 
1941). It was also noted that Mars at that 
time was on the Meridian, on the de- 
gree of geographic Longitude which passed 
through the Balkans, right over Athens, 
and through eastern Libya. 

The developments on the war fronts 
following May 11, 1941 established the 
accuracy of that diagram in so far as 
geographical localities were concerned, but 
there was one other point that gave us 
considerable trouble. While the localities 
were accurately charted, there did not seem 
to be anything in that Full Moon chart 
which could have enabled anyone to have 
used it as a basis for timing the fulfilment 
of its indications. Many of the subsequent 
developments in world affairs which were 
by their very nature obviously related to 
that chart occurred at intervals of time 
relatively far removed from the date of the 
Full Moon of May 11th. 
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Continued study of this problem from 
the point of view of transits has revealed 
some interesting correlations which, if they 
should prove to be valid in similar cases, 
would seem to be sufficient for all practical 
purposes. Reference to the ephemeris for 
1941 brings out the interesting fact that 
the first New Moon which was in strong 
aspect (square, within one degree) to the 
Mars of the May 11th chart was on No- 
vember 19 (G.M.T.), 1941. It is impor- 
tant to bear in mind that this was the first 
New Moon that formed a close aspect to 
the May 11th Mars. The New Moon of 
November 19, 1941 occurred in 26° 16’ 
Scorpio, Mars at the Full Moon of May 11, 
1941 being in 26° 37’ Aquarius, and what 
happened in the lunar month—within two 
weeks—following that November New 
Moon is too well known to require elabora- 
tion here. 

The only transit that we can find im- 
mediately following that November New 
Moon which seems to be significant in this 
connection is Mercury in the 27th degree 
of Scorpio on December Ist. 

Passing on we find that again in Febru- 
ary, 1942 the New Moon took place in 
26° 06’ Aquarius, in exact conjunction with 
the Mars of May 11, 1941. Again in May 
1942, the New Moon was in close square, 
- but by no means so close as were the two 
previously mentioned, and we find that not 
until May, 1943 do we again have a transit- 
ing configuration in relation to the May 11, 
1941 Mars that compares with those of 
November 1941 and February 1942. On 
May 19, 1943 there will be a Ful/ Moon 
in 27° Scorpio. Finally, on August 15, 
1943, there will be a partial eclipse of the 
Moon in 22° 05’ Aquarius, within orb of 
the May 1941 Mars. On the record so far 
we would be inclined to conclude that 
this May, 1943 Full Moon may mark the 
termination of that cycle which commenced 
with the Full Moon of May 11, 1941, 
although it might extend to the August 
1943 eclipse despite the fact that the orb 
of the latter is rather wide. 

We are publishing herewith five charts, 
one, the War Chart of September 23, 1938; 
second, the chart for the opening of hostili- 


ties September 3, 1939. Please note the 
position of the Sun in Chart No. 2 in rela. 
tion to Mars in chart No. 1, the position of 
the Sun in Chart No. 2 being calculated 
for 11:35 A.M. London. War was declared 
at 11:00 A.M. (Summer Time). The re. 
maining three charts specifically refer to 
the May 11, 1941 Full Moon, which is our 
main topic of discussion here, and are for 
the most part self-explanatory, but we are 
presenting these charts for the convenience 
of students since there are many other 
correlations which we have not mentioned 
and which may be most instructive,

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TRANSITS

As a reader of and subscriber to your 
magazine I have followed for years your 
answers to questions sent in. Here is one 
from me. Ellen McCaffery has given a 
chart for the Mars-Saturn conjunction of 
Feb. 22, 1942, which I understand to be in 
effect until the next one. Can one super- 
impose one’s own planets and delineate the 
trend of affairs for the individual as well 
as a country? 

My birth date is Dec. 29, 1881 and 
Llewellyn George has rectified my chart to 
3 minutes past midnight. My reason for 
asking this question at this time is because 
I am trying to sell real estate in Montclair 
in order to be able to move from there to 
this part of the state of New York, which 
is nearer my birthplace, which was four 
miles north of the St. Lawrence River in 
Canada and nearly straight south of 
Ottawa. I have offers for the real estate, 
but some have no money, and others want 
me to cut my. price to an unreasonable 
figure, and I am trying in my feeble way 
and with a limited knowledge of Astrology, 
to find the right time when I should con- 
sider my best chance to sell. I don’t have 
to sell until I get an offer that suits me, and 
I don’t want’ to part with my home pre- 
maturely, if a better time is on the way. 
Placing my planets in the chart for the 
Mars-Saturn conjunction given by Ellen 
McCaffery. I find Neptune on the Nadir. 
I can’t interpret this influence for ihis par- 
ticular question and wonder what you would 
say about it.

ANSWER: We think it would be much 
more logical to impose the planets at the 
time of the Mars-Saturn conjunction on 
your natal chart, since these transiting 
planets may properly indicate a general 
(environmental) condition over an ex- 
tended period, and your horoscope would 
indicate your individual .relationship to 
that general condition—your reaction pat- 
tern iny that connection, rather than the 
telationship of the general condition to you. 


That may seem like the same thing, but 
it isn’t. In the first instance, you have the 
problem of adjustment on your part and 
in the second instance the adaptation of 
conditions to your requirements. A mo- 
ment’s thought will reveal the latter as the 
more practical approach. 

We are inclined to doubt that you would 
derive much information from the Mars- 
Saturn conjunction chart relative to the 
specific problems that you enumerate. For 
one thing, the Mars-Saturn conjunction 
did not contact any one planet in your 
natal chart closely enough to make it par- 
ticularly effective in your case. Of course, 
the conjunction chart could conceivably 
reveal general real estate trends, but it is 
doubtful that it would give much specific 
information with regard to your individual 
real estate problems. 

Departing from astrology for a moment 
in this connection, we might state an axiom 
that holds in any business transaction, to 
wit, there are always two prices; one price 
is the value to the seller and the other price 
is the value to the buyer, and unless those 
two prices can come together, nothing 
happens. 


TRINES, ETC.

Could you explain what you think was 
meant by the ancient prophets by the 
“Dark of the Moon.” Was it when the 
moon is in conjunction with the Sun, then 
new, or something else? 


Are trines always good? It does not 
always seem so, at least when malefics 
occupy Water, Fire or any other element, 
as the case of Patricia Maguire who had 
Moon in Pisces, Neptune in Cancer and 
Mars in Scorpio. I would like very much 
if you could publish articles on those sleep- 
ing sickness cases, giving planetary posi- 
tions and Ascendant.

ANSWER: The “Dark of the Moon” is 
defined as the period during which the 
Moon is decreasing in light—the time be- 
tween the full and the new Moon. How- 
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ever, there are actually a few days prior to 
and following the New Moon when the 
Moon is not visible at all and which is truly 
a dark period so far as the Moon is con- 
cerned. 

Upon referring to the tables of Sunrise 
and Moonrise in the American Astrology 
Ephemeris, it will be noted that, right 
around the time of the New Moon, both the 
Sun and Moon are so close together that 
they rise and set at practically the same 
time, hence the Moon is obscured by the 
rays of the Sun throughout the entire twen- 
ty-four hours, whereas, at the Full Moon 
it will be noted that the time interval be- 
tween the rising (or setting) of the Sun and 
Moon is greater than at any other time. 

With reference to trines, we would not 
say that they are always good any more 
than we would say that any aspect is 
always good or evil. However, in the case 
you have cited, it may be noted that the 
individual in question had a Grand (Water) 
trine, very interesting indeed, and just one 
more case in support of our contention 
that grand trines are definitely dangerous 
configurations since they tend to give an 
excess of the element involved due to the 
fact that, in order to have a grand trine, all 
three planets must be in Signs of the same 
element, viz., Fire, Earth, Air, or Water. 
See American Astrology, April 1934, page 
16 and July 1940, page 22, et cetera. 


U. S. HOROSCOPE 


Fenton, Mich. 

I have read with much interest the two 
letters of H. S. F. in the July and August 
issues of American Astrology Magazine. 
Because there seems to be some confusion 
regarding the facts of the adoption of the 
U. S. Constitution, I wonder if you would 
publish in your Many Things department 
the following chronological summary of the 
events in the case: 

1. Fr various reasons, among them a 
recognition of the inadequacies of the Ar- 
ticles of Confederation to meet the needs 
of the thirteen states in their relations with 
one another and with foreign nations, rep- 


resentatives of the states (excepting Rhode 
Island) were empowered to meet and djs. 
cuss ways and means of meeting the situa. 
tion and to recommend measures to their 
state’s governments. There was no inten. 
tion on the part of the states that theiy 
representatives should draft a new constj- 
tution. In response to an invitation from 
Virginia, representatives from five states 
met at Annapolis in 1786. The meeting 
was a gloomy failure. It was only through 
the energy and determination of Alexander 
Hamilton that a second invitation was 
issued, with Philadelphia appointed as the 
meeting place, for a convention to assemble 
to recommend a “revision” of the Articles 
of Confederation in order to render them 
“adequate to the exigencies of the union.” 

2. The convention met on May 12, 1787, 
and for a period of 4 months deliberated, 
argued and compromised in secret. 

3. The convention brought its labors to 
a close on Sept. 17th, having exceeded its 
powers by drafting a new constitution and 
formulating a scheme for its ratification, 

4. Acting on the recommendation of 
the Convention, the Congress of the Con- 
federation submitted the Constitution to 
the states for their approval or rejection. 
In turn, the state legislatures called upon 
the voters to select delegates to meet in 
state conventions and accept or reject the 
new Constitution. 

5. In the case of New Hampshire, when 
the convention met, it was discovered that 
a majority of the delegates were opposed to 
the new Constitution. Thereupon the con- 
vention was hurriedly adjourned to prevent 
an adverse vote and to enable those dele- 
gates who favored the ratification to win 
over those opposed to it. The convention 
was reassembled some months later and 
ratified the Constitution on June 21, 1788, 
thereby fulfilling the legal requirements as 
set forth in Article VII to make it binding 
upon the signatories. As soon as the news 
of the ratification of the ninth state was 
received by the Congress, it appointed 
March 4, 1789 as the day when the new 
government should go into operation. The 
Congress of the Confederation itself passed 
out of existence on March 2, 1789 by 
adjournment. : 
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6. On March 4, 1789, the newly elected 
members of the first U. S. Congress found 
that there was not a sufficient number of 
their members present to constitute a 
quorum and accordingly it was not until 
April 6th that the first session of the first 
U. S. Congress went into operation. 

7. The executive branch of the govern- 
ment did not go into operation until the 
inauguration of Washington as president 
on April 30th. 

8. The judiciary went into operation 
subsequent to the passage of the Judiciary 
Act by Congress in September 1789 in 
accordance with its responsibility under 
Article III, Section I, of the Constitution. 

It will be seen that the three branches of 
the government actually went into opera- 
tion at three different times. 

I seriously doubt if it could be properly 
said that there existed a national or federal 
government prior to the ratification of the 
Constitution by New Hampshire as the 
ninth state. The Congress of the U.S. 
under the confederacy was a Congress only 
and not a government for the reason that 
it lacked executive and judicial powers to 
carry out its enactments. It was because 
of this lack that George Washington, out 
of his bitter war experience, called the 
Articles of Confederation a “rope of sand.” 

The Congress of the Confederation did 
not “recognize” the Constitution, at least 
not in any sense that recognition was re- 
quired to make the Constitution valid. 
Neither did the Congress adopt it. This 
was beyond its powers and in any case in- 
adequate and at the same time superfluous 
under the provisions of the Constitution. 
The Congress acted merely as an interim 
organization to serve as a clearing house 
for information since the states ratifying 
the new Constitution had, by that action, 
assigned the legislative powers heretofore 
in the hands of the Congress of the Con- 
federation to the new government created 
by their ratification. 

The Congress of the Confederation did 
not recognize or adopt the.Constitution on 
March 4, 1789, because it had itself ceased 
to exist prior to that date. The first Con- 
gress of the U.S. did not recognize or adopt 


the Constitution on March 4, 1789, be- 
cause (1) it was itself created by that Con- 
stitution and (2) because its members were 
not yet present at the appointed meeting 
place in sufficient numbers to constitute a 
quorum and so on that date could not take 
any action whatever. 

It is not correct to say that the Consti- 
tution was promulgated in 1776. It could 
not have been promulgated at that time 
because it was not in existence until it was 
drafted in 1787. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was adopted on July 4, 1776. 
But the Declaration of Independence and 
the Constitution are two quite dissimilar 
documents and were intended to serve two 
very different purposes. The paper we 
know as the Declaration of Independence 
is, and was intended to be, a public and 
official explanation of the action of the 
Continental Congress in voting for the reso- 
lution of Independence on July 2, 1776. 
The Constitution on the other hand is a 
treaty between sovereign states and a char- 
ter of government for the federation of 
these states. This fact may be quickly and 
easily verified by reading and comparing 
these two documents. 

In the hope that these facts may clear up 
some misconception, I am

Planets beyond Pluto 


I. the June 15, 1942, issue of the maga- 
zine TIME, the following information 
appeared (Science: page 64): 

“Like a man searching for a dropped 
collar button in the dark, astronomers are 
searching the southern sky. They know 
that what they are looking for is there, 
somewhere: a planet as big as Earth, but 
some 35 times farther from the sun (well 
beyond the reach of the naked eye.) Its 
existence and gravitational pull are postu- 
lated by Mount Wilson Observatory’s R. 
S. Richardson to explain why Halley’s 
comet embarrassed astronomers by show- 
ing up three days late in 1910. Search for 
the new planet may take 25 years (like 
Pluto), or only 18 months (like Neptune) 
—both of which were, postulated by 
astronomers before telescopes sighted 
them.” 

Thus, it may not be too early to specu- 
late about the possibility that the discovery 
of a new planet or planets might introduce 
new factors in modern astrology. As 
astrologers are supposed to see events be- 
fore they happen I may be allowed to 
present what seems to me a logical and 
consistent hypothesis, on the basis of which 
the new celestial guests will find their 
places earmarked at the astrological ban- 
quet and the contents of their maiden- 
speech already outlined. 

To attempt to do this is in itself no 
claim to seership or mysterious powers of 
fore-knowledge. Time after time I have 
stated in the pages of this magazine that 
astrology is not essentially an empirical 
science, that is, one founded upon observa- 
tion and statistics—even though observa- 
tion and empirical study add to astrology 
a wealth of concrete details which are of 
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the greatest value to everyday practice. | 
shall thus hardly need to repeat that 
astrology rests on the undemonstrable 
premise, as every scientific premise is, that 
the solar system is an “organic. whole,” 
that is, a definite system in which every 
component part fulfils a special function 
or participates in a complex harmony. The 
place occupied by every planet alone 
determines the basic meaning it represents 
in the organic wholeness of the system; 
and besides this factor of position in space, 
the other elements of size, mass, speed, 
etc., contribute to our understanding of 
every planet’s function in the economy of 
the solar system; or at least of the solar 
system as known to man on the Earth— 
which is, of course, the only knowledge of 
it we have. 

For this reason, it is not at all impossible 
to determine what an as yet undiscovered 
planet will mean astrologically, if we 
know approximately its position. Know- 
ing its probable size will help to settle the 
point. Thus it was easy to understand 
the general attributes of Pluto before it 
was spotted in the sky; and no greater 
difficulty exists with regard to the expected 
new planet or planets, whose weight is 
already pressing upon the threshold of our 
consciousness. It is knocking at the gates. 
The knocking was heard when Halley's 
comet turned out to be late. If anyone 
comes late to an appointment, look eut for 
the stranger who caused the delay. The 
French say: “Cherchez la femme” (look 
for the woman). And in this case it is 
most obvious to one familiar with the 
algebra of planetary sequence and rela- 
tionship that the disturbing cause is some 
what of a “she’”— in other words, a planet 
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which has some definite correlation with 
Venus, just as Pluto has an equally definite 
connection with Mars. 

What is this connection? In order to 
determine it we shall only have to cast a 
glance at the series of planets as seen in 
relation to the Earth. It must be, I repeat, 
“in relation to the Earth” if we consider 
astrology as a means better to understand 
human nature. Psychological astrology 
must necessarily be geocentric; and in 
these articles I am taking a strictly psy- 
chological approach, relating every fact to 
man who experiences it. Man needs to be 
the center of the universe which he experi- 
ences; even if he can think abstractly of 
a universe in which he may be a denizen of 
some outer, off-center nebula. 

Thus we start by considering the double 
series of planets which stretches on either 
side of the Earth. This means, in terms 
of actual human experience, the planets 
whose sidereal revolutions are shorter than 
the solar year (Venus and Mercury) and 
those whose cycles are longer than the solar 
year (Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Nep- 
tune, Pluto): inner and outer planets. If 
there is order in the universe, there need be 
some formal or polar correspondence be- 
tween the inner and the outer. Briefly 
stated, traditional astrology teaches that 
Mars is the positive polarity of Venus, and 
Jupiter the positive polarity of Mercury. 
Saturn has also a similar relationship with 
the Sun. Thus Saturn is, from the point 
of view of the purely earthly factors of 
human life, the last outer planet of the 
strictly speaking Solar system. The Sun 
is the source of energy and life for all the 
planets; but man, insofar as he is an 
Earth-conditioned creature, can assimilate 
of the Sun’s power only that which spreads 
no farther than Saturn’s orbit. And, as if 
to prove the point, Saturn appears to be 
surrounded with a mysterious Ring which 
at least symbolizes the astrological mean- 
ing of this planet of limitation, boundaries 
and depression. 

‘Saturn stands thus in astrology as the 
hieroglyph of man’s individual ego, of that 
power which separates the individual from 
other individuals and from the mass, mak- 


ing of him a strictly defined, rigidly struc- 
tured and self-sufficient entity. Until the 
end of the XVIIIth century astrology knew 
of no planet more remote than Saturn, or 
at least, if some astrologers knew of the 
existence of others they kept it “strictly 
confidential.” 

Many people, whose thinking capacity is 
fully occupied by their interest in matters 
to them more tangible, have used the fact 
that older astrologers did not use planets 
beyond Saturn and that modern astrologers 
cannot do without them as something with 
which to damn astrology. The further 
fact that astrologers are getting ready to 
use as yet un-discovered planets beyond 
Pluto will probably confirm such critics of 
astrology in their opinion. The latter, 
however, is just as unfounded as the state- 
ment that Einstein’s theory invalidates 
Newton’s laws would be. Newton’s gravi- 
tational theory explained fully human ex- 
perience at his time. If physicists today 
find it necessary to supplement Newton’s 
laws with Einstein’s theory, this is simply 
because human experience has_ been 
stretched further into a new realm of facts 
dealing with radio-activity, quanta, elec- 
trons, cosmic rays, metagalaxies and the 
like. Newton’s laws still remain true where 
tangible objects, perceived directly through 
our senses, are concerned, But either in- 
side of objects, or in the vast outside 
fields of cosmic space, new symbols are 
needed if what occurs there is to be 
explained. 

Likewise, planets as far as Saturn were 
sufficient to deal with the personalities of 
human beings in the Middle Ages and 
even more in archaic forms of society. But 
today when the solid objectivity of the 
human ego breaks down under the impact 
of psycho-analysis (as molecules have been 
broken down into atoms and electrons), 
and when democratic societies present to 
individuals problems which their ancestors 
never had to face, we need new symbols to 
interpret the personal and social experi- 
ence of modern individuals. 

Uranus, Neptune and Pluto became in 
modern astrology such convenient symbols. 
They arrived on the stage of our public 
human consciousness at the proper time, 
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when there was need for them. Everything 
always does likewise—because this is a 
universe of confluent relationships, in 
which everything orderly interpenetrates 
everything else. Uranus was not discovered 
because astrologers needed it as a way of 
charting and interpreting the tremendous 
and totally new factors which were devel- 
oping in human society. The changes in 
society and the discovery of Uranus were 
“confluent events,” brought forth into the 
actuality of human experience by the same 
evolutionary tide which, since the begin- 
nings of human time, has been the sub- 
stratum of all vital transformations in our 
solar system. 


What happened in the XVIIIth century 
was that the structure of man’s conscious 
ego and man’s rationalism was challenged 
by men like Jean-Jacques Rousseau who 
cried out passionately their distrust in all 
social and religious structures, in the in- 
tellect, in reason. They opened the door 
to Romanticism, to the cult of nature, to 
the glorification of irrational emotions and 
of the Unconscious; this, about the same 
time Franklin brought electricity (and 
Mesmer, magnetism) within the range of 
man’s conscious knowledge. Electricity 
existed before Franklin, and once in a 
while the lightning killed people, but such 
spectacular occurrences were not con- 
sidered as integral parts of the rational 
sphere of expectable events. They were 
interpreted as “acts of God,” punishment 
from Heaven, etc. Astrologers explained 
this type of event by the cataclysmic in- 
fluence of Fixed Stars, Comets and the 
like, having no regular symbol to handle 
such matters. 


Likewise there were “Uranian” indi- 
viduals before the Revolutionary Era who 
rebelled against the social order and its 
Saturnian framework; but the factor of 
rebellion was not admitted in the fabric of 
organized society as a regular function. It 
was evil—as, for instance, a square of 
Mars to Saturn was evil, But in modern 
democratic societies the principle of indi- 
vidual revolt against tradition has become 
a normal factor in the development of 
youthful individuals. What was a strange 


“act of God,” unpredictable and myster 
ous, has become a recognized and utilizable 
energy streaming from man’s Unconscious 
into the consciousness of a certain type of 
individual. Uranus has become for this 
reason a necessary symbol, a necessary 
factor in a complete interpretation in the 
development of a majority of human per. 
sons today. It represents essentially: The 
will to let in the Unconscious. 

What has just been said could be ap- 
plied in general to Neptune and Pluto— 
and to as yet uncharted planets. All these 
new factors came in man’s life because of 
technology and because of the growth in 
intellectual power—the very things which 
brought about both the physical means fot 
the new planets’ discovery and the social- 
economic changes which have utterly 
transformed the conditions and environ- 
ment in which modern man lives. Nep- 
tune, discovered by mathematical calcula- 
tion, ties in with the industrial era and 
the XIXth century. Pluto, spotted on 
photographic plates, corresponds to the 
further changes XXth century technology 
brought to mankind after the first World- 
War. The new planets are likely to refer 
and be related to the new social conditions 
which will arise during the period when 
man will have to build anew his world of 
personal and planet-wide experience. The 
first to be discovered should then be a 
symbol of building energy and _ global, 
harmonious integration—which already re- 


_lates it to Venus. 


A number of astrologers have remarked 
that Taurus, and even more specifically 
Venus, have been playing a very basic 
part in the important charts of these cru- 
cial times. Venus is indeed not merely 
the planet of love and of the emotional life. 
It is the symbol of the Alchemist within 
every man. It controls physiologically 
food-metabolism through the _ thyroid 
gland. It refers also to those psycho 
logical functions through which the fruit 
of human experience is incorporated into 
meaning and made creative. We are at the 
threshold of a new “global” birth of Man. 
Some may see it as a literal “Second Com- 
ing” of Christ, or as the coming of a New

in, Paul,” said Professor Geb- 
hardt as he smilingly invited his guest into 
the little study. “Are you still interested in 
Astrology?” 

“Very much so,” the young man replied 
as he made himself comfortable in the next- 
easiest chair, “and I’m wondering what you 
have to tell me during this visit.” 

“Well,” answered the Professor, “you re- 
member that it was the need of a fairly m- 
telligent, agricultutal race for some reliable 
form of a calendar of the seasons that first 
led to the use of the stars for that purpose. 
I thought I would take it up there and 
briefly outline some of the developments of 
the science.” 

“That will be very interesting,” eagerly 
agreed the young man. 

Lighting his pipe reflectively, the Pro- 
fessor began: 

“Tt was only a short step from elementary 
astronomy to astrology. Not only do men 
lok upwards towards the stars, but the 
stars themselves look downwards upon men 
and events on earth. What could be more 
logical than for men to presume that they 
impressed their natures and attributes upon 
earthly affairs, intervening therein and in- 
fluencing them in accordance with their 
own natures? In the case of the sun and 
the moon, such facts were clearly obvious, 
so by analogy the same theory was applied 
to the other heavenly bodies. 

“The idea was so logical that, once con- 
ceived, it developed swiftly, and man at 
once began seriously and steadfastly to ob- 
serve the heavens in order to prove the 
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theory and catalogue the various effects. 

“After sunset, about half of all the stars 
are visible. The great mass of these lie in 
the broad equatorial belt of the heavens 
between the sun and a point 180 degrees 
east of the sun. Due to the motion of the 
earth, they appear to travel from east to 
west, passing below the horizon one after 
another, so that just before sunrise the 
other half of the stars, those lying between 
the sun and 180 degrees west, are within 
the field of view. 

“So, an examination of the sky made 
twice in one night, shortly after sunset and 
just before sunrise, will embrace practically 
every phenomenon of the starry heavens. 
These were the two times during the de- 
velopment of astrology to which prime im- 
portance was attached throughout antiq- 
uity, and into relation to which all obser- 
vations were brought. 

“Tt was soon realized that, while the ma- 
jor points of light remained steadfast in 
their relative positions, others seemed to 
move about, traveling first in one direction 
and then back, as if in a regular orbit. At 
other times they appeared to remain sta- 
tionary a short while. 

“These particular stars were soon defi- 
nitely recognized, called planets to dis- 
tinguish them from the fixed stars, and in 
their theory arranged in a certain sequence, 
The earth was considered to be the center 
of the universe. 

“The order was, first the Moon, then 
Mercury, Venus, Sun, Mars, Jupiter and 
Saturn, being all the planets visible to the 
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naked eye. The sun’s superiority in size 
accounted for its medial position, and it 
was considered to be the major ruler of 
the sky. 

“The planets named before the sun alter- 
nated as morning and evening star, and of 
the two-fold characteristics, one was 
deemed good and the other evil. The three 
last-named, or exterior planets, formed 
a triad unto themselves, as they appeared 
to the observers to be less under the control 
of the sun than his own family or the 
moon. The central place among these three 
was occupied by Jupiter, their king. 

“The king, as such, was good. The sun, 
being the giver of life and light, was, of 
course, good—beneficial in its influence. 
Therefore, by the principle of alternation 
followed in assigning or interpreting in- 
fluences, Mars and Saturn must be adverse. 

“Mars, with his relatively short period of 
revolution, became the youthful and turbu- 
lent fighter, while the slowly revolving Sat- 
urn was designated as the hoary-headed 
begetter and dispenser of misfortune. 

“The same principle of alternation 
proved true in regard to the other planets 
around the circle. 

“It was only another logical step from 
that point to connect the lustre of the stars 
with that of the metals. The metals with 
which man was at that time acquainted 
being exactly seven in number, they were 
associated, not with the fixed stars, but 
with the seven planets. 

“The parallels were: The sun with gold, 
the moon with silver, Mars with iron 
(aren’t materials of war usually of iron?), 
Mercury with quicksilver, Jupiter with tin, 
Venus with copper, and Saturn with lead. 
Hence, in alchemy, and even in modern 
times, the metals are indicated by their 
planetary ‘symbols. 

“The medial band of the heavens was 
established, divided into the twelve parts, 
and to each assigned a characteristic name 
symbolical of the physiological or climac- 
teric events occurring among the ancients 
at the time each sign was on the ascendant. 

“For instance, the first sign appearing 
after the spring solstice was called Aries, 
the sign of the Ram, that being the time 
when the young of that animal were born. 
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As the heat of their July was most intense 
they compared it to the raging fierceness of 
* lion and called the sign Leo, meaning 
ion. 

“Most of the signs having been given the 
names of animals, they called the belt the 
Zodiac, meaning ‘Circle of Animals,’ 

“For many thousands of years, careful 
observations were made and records kept of 
the exact time of birth of every child, the 
sign under which it was born, the positions 
of all the planets at that exact moment, the 
child’s physical characteristics, its develop- 
ment, and of all things and events con- 
cerning it throughout its entire life. 

“Thus were founded and developed the 
principles of the science which was definitely 
to make its imprint upon the religions and 
other sciences of the entire world. 

“It reached its greatest heights in Baby- 
lon, where evidences of astrological inscrip- 
tions go back as far as the period of 
Sargani-car-ali and Naram-Sin. From the 
reign of the former a few short fragmen- 
tary texts are all that have been brought to 
light. From that of the latter, sixteen, 
which yield information of much value to 
both present-day astrologers and to stu- 
dents of religion. 

“One of the richest treasures of astro- 
logical lore was the library of Sardanapolis 
(Assyria, 880 B. C.), from which is gleaned 
the very interesting fact that there was 
once a whole chain of observatories which 
covered the entire kingdom. There was an 
established courier system, for the use of 
the professional astrologers in making reg- 
ular serial reports concerning their findings 
and their work. A state library had even 
been established for the purpose of collect- 
ing and concentrating the information. 

“While this wonderful collection of rec- 
ords in the state library was subsequently 
destroyed, the archives of later astrologers 
yield a veritable mass of evidence. By that 
time, direct observations of the stars were 
no longer made. Inscriptions from the time 
of the great Hammurabi (2067—2025 B.C.) 
make it clear that full and complete in- 
structions had by that time been already 
drawn up and the science had reached the 
status of a closed and rounded system. 
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“From Babylon the knowledge was dis- 
seminated to the four corners of the earth, 
wise men traveling great distances to reach 
the Mecca of knowledge, returning to their 
native lands imbued with this wonderful 
science. 

“Among the Etruscans, from whom it is 
thought we derive our alphabet through the 
Latin, Greek, and-Phoenician systems, and 
who were in power in what is now Italy 
during the eighth to the first century, B.C., 
later among their Roman conquerors, and 
among all ancient peoples, it was the as- 
trologer who, though not always occupying 
the central position, was usually the ‘power 
behind the throne.’ 

“Mighty Babylon was overthrown, its 
temples destroyed and its wisdont dispersed. 
Grecian architecture survives today, but 
Graeco-Roman civilization throughout its 
entire geographical and historical range 
never produced such great monuments as 
were in Babylonia. Observatories of colos- 
sal proportions, connected to superb tem- 
ples containing archives by which the 
positions of the planets had been observed 
for centuries and millenniums, were never 
the work of Greece or Rome. 

“Apuleius explicitly asserts that the 
Chaldeans (Babylonians) were the found- 
ers of astrology, but so far as the Romans 
concerned themselves with the study (they 
had their own gods and legends), they 
simply appealed to the works of an as- 
sumed Egyptian king called Nachepso and 
his chief astrologer, Petosiris of Sais. 

“Egypt also had secured her astrological 
knowledge from Babylon. She too, had 
flourished, but later succumbed to the 
Roman legions and became merged in the 
Roman Empire. It was really Egypt, 
therefore, which brought the principles of 
Babylonian astrology into contact with the 
West. Ever in the most remote times, 
probably before the union of the Egyptian 
kingdom under the First Dynasty (3200 
B.C.), astrology, religion and medicine were 
combined as one science at Heliopolis. 
There the high priest, officially invested 
with the star-spotted panther skin, was the 
state astrologer until the age of Imperial 
Rome, bearing the title ‘Great in Vision.’ 


“A hierarch of the priesthood is named in 
the Bible (Gen. 41:45) as the father-in-law 
of Joseph—that same Joseph of the traitor- 
ous brethren and the bloody coat, later 
himself an interpreter of dreams (Gen. 
40:5-13), who practiced the art of divina- 
tion by bowls (Gen. 44:5), bowls at that 
time being used within a square (the origi- 
nal form of the horoscope) to visualize the 
positions of the planets, just as it is done 
today by the proper symbols within a round 
horoscope. ; 


“On the wall of a tomb dating from Seti 
I is found a list of the stars with the times 
of their culminations, Extensive tables of 
ephemerides and fragments of planetary 
divinations according to the houses, to- 
gether with some corresponding dream- 
tables, have survived from the age of 
Augustus. Horoscopes erected during the 
Imperial Roman period are extant, so with 
all these our records of Egyptian astrology 
are fairly numerous. 


“At a later period, Claudius Ptolemaeus, 
with whose history every serious student of 
the science is familiar, was the final au- 
thority on the subject. Beside him we 
catch a glimpse of the somewhat legendary 
figure of Hermes Trismegistos. 


“However, the claims of astrology were 
not left unchallenged during this period. 
About the year 200 A.D. the famous physi- 
cian, Sextus Empiricus, in a work composed 
of six volumes, attacked the science, luckily 
prefacing his so-called refutation with a 
sketch of the entire system of knowledge, 
in which he thoroughly digested the texts 
in the former library of Sardanapalus. The 
resulting uproar merely proved a boomerang 
as far as the good doctor was concerned, 
for it simply directed a more general at- 
tention to the subject and resulted ‘in its 
wider dissemination and belief. 


“Fresh victories were won during the 
Middle Ages (the thousand years from the 
Sth to the 15th centuries) by the westward 
drift of Islam and the Jewish Kabbala. As 
a matter of fact, it is plainly evident that 
the astronomy of the West, particularly 
the coalescence of astronomy and astrology 
in the early culture of the Western lands, 
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is simply an importation and a develop- 
ment of the astronomy and astrology of the 
ancient East. 

“Astrology had become firmly estab- 
lished. Attempts were repeatedly made 
after the Middle Ages to oust its teachings, 
but the vexed question regarding the date 
of Easter, which was in confusion because 
of an attempt to combine the lunar calendar 
of Babylon with the solar calendar of 
Egypt, and an attempt to fix the date of 
the birth of Christ, both of which ques- 
tions could be answered only by the ap- 
plication of astronomical and astrological 
principles, gave it a most advantageous 
position in Christian life and theology. 

“From the beginning of our era astrology, 
to all appearances, has languished in the 
various Asiatic countries, although it was 
at one time considerably advanced by the 
Arabs in their zealous use of Ptolemy’s 
Almagest. 

“The so-called Gypsies developed a sys- 
tem of divination from the palms of the 
hands, but even this traces its origin to 
astrology by the designation of the con- 
vexities of the palms as the ‘mounts’ of the 
various planets. 

“That basic astrological information was 
widely and more or less uniformly dissemi- 
nated over the face of the earth is plainly 
manifest. 

“E, Stucken, in his Astralmythen (Leip- 
zig, 1907), admirably depicts the process 


by which the myths and legends of the 
various races of mankind grow out of the 
same underlying astrological conceptions; 
he arranges the mass of material accord. 
ing to the affinities with many Biblical 
narratives, among which are considered the 
Creation, the Flood, the confusion of Babel, 
and stories concerning Abraham, Jacob, 
Lot, Esau, Moses, and the coming of Christ. 

“The significance of astrological terms 
for the interpretation of the religious con- 
ceptions of the ancient East, and particu- 
larly for the exposition of the Christian 
Bible (especially Revelations), has only 
recently been realized.. There is as yet-no 
comprehensive or authoritative work deal- 
ing with these very interesting possibilities. 

“Remember,” concluded Professor Geb- 
hardt, “that astrology was a study of inter- 
national importance. Of the pictorial writ- 
ings of ancient Mexico, part of the calendar 
is all that has as yet been deciphered, but 
even this is sufficient to show a definite 
similarity between the civilization of this 
part of the Americas before Columbus and 
those of the ancient Asiatic races, and not 
least in astronomy and astrology. 

“In fact, whenever in the history of any 
country we can trace any advance in as- 
trology we are sure to find corresponding 
advances, identical in every major respect, 
in all the other countries of that epoch.”

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Semantics 


“In the beginning was the Word—”

ee over the radio, in the news- 
papers, in the magazines, and in private 
life, there is a babble of tongues equal to 
that around the Biblical Tower. We under- 
stand only in part what others are saying. 
Words are no longer our allies, but are 
two-edged swords which cut us as we use 
them to cut others. No word ever has ex- 
actly the same meaning twice. If ninety- 
nine one-hundredths of the words were 
thrown out of the window, the world would 
make more progress toward understanding 
and welfare of all. Skilful blenders of words 
say things which mean, intentionally, one 
thing to one group and another thing to a 
different group. There are harrowing mis- 
understandings that need not exist between 
philosophers and scientists, even between 
the best of friends. ' 

It is easier for the individual to increase 
his vocabulary than to hold it down to 
simplicities, Try eliminating any one word 
from your daily speech. A poet of the 
people, like Carl Sandburg, is probably in 
closer touch with fundamental present-day 
truth and its expression than is the meta- 
physician with his abstractions. Thomas 
Wolfe, who is glorious to read for his mani- 
fold, exquisite wording, may have died 
young of the things such volume did to his 
cortex! Yes, we must limit our vocabu- 
laries though it is proved that the best 
executives are usually those with the larger 
vocabularies. It is possible that civilization 
is dying of too many executives with too 
many words and that this is the cosmic 
bottom of the whole world-revolution, 

This is the message which some of us 
are gaining from the study of Semantics. 


The names of Korzybski, Hayakawa, Og- 
burn, Hogben, Malinowski, Campbell, 
Stuart Chase, Thurman Arnold, Richards, 
Manly Hall, will be personalities for new 
generations, like Einstein in this age— 
Einstein who opened the way for Semantics 
—and like Newton, Darwin, Aristotle and 
Pythagoras in earlier centuries. 

As much can be done to set right the 
mental, emotional and physical self of the 
student in a few weeks in a full classroom 
with the use of Semantics as in a year or 
more previously of personal work with an 
individual by the psycho-analytic process. 

Therefore astrology must come more and 
more to the use of Keywords and the 
simplification of its science and art. It 
must become more concrete with every 
passing edition of its magazines. It may 
have to tend more to science and less to 
philosophy. We are to use fewer verbs and 
more nouns. This will require a richer, 
deeper understanding of our subject, and 
more humbleness in its practice and presen- 
tation. To “seek facts and delay conclu- 
sions” and opinions is nearer to the solution 
of science as well as the better method for 
teaching children. 

The reflex arcs of the nervous system 
which are trained by use of words can 
be likened to any reflex action produced 
through the practice of any skill. The 
words we use make channels in the cortex; 
to recanalize the cortex is the aim of Seman- 
tics. Eliminating a word can eliminate a 
painful physical and emotional condition. 
And TIMING is very important in the 
development of the cortex. 
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One of the axioms of Semantics is that 
there is no right or wrong—only right re- 
lationships. Right relations are those which 
are mutually advantageous. Whatever we 
know about anything we know through its 
relationships. Is this not right up the as- 
trologer’s alley? 


Antiquity of Semantics 


Semantics is not new in the world. It 
was, for instance, a movement in Rome in 
Cicero’s day as in many a previous age. 
Originally all great peoples, even the sav- 
ages, knew the danger of verbs and 
abstract thinking, of terminologies and 
categories; ancient art of all lands shows 
this plainly. In all ages when language has 
grown topheavy, there has been a move- 
ment to save the world from going to pieces 
through the crystallization of the very 
word-formations which have built up civili- 
zations to a point beyond truth and fact. 
Evidently Jupiter works as expansion also 
in the realm of speech; then follows the 
inevitable Saturn contraction and its pain 
of over-crystallization until the crystal 
cracks. The civilization cracks through 
over-verbalization. Therefore, as Eckhart 
says, every predicate which could be used 
veils and upsets the very conception of 
things as they are. 


The only lasting civilization on earth, 
the Chinese, which began more than six 
thousand years ago, was ingrajned with 
this philosophy. It is only within the last 
few years that the alphabet has invaded 
China. Antiquity understood the dangers 
of the alphabetical system, and through the 
milleniums China clung to her ideograms 
and platitudes. When her people wished to 
embroider with words, they did it with in- 
flections, and with wit and humor at which 
they are past-masters. The eye is much, 
much wiser than the ear. When word-mad 
imagination prevails, fact is the first 
casualty. Opinions are the enemies of facts. 
They arrange themselves almost in battle 
array, the one against the other. By facts 
we do not here mean scientific forqulas, 
correct in their places, or chronological 
data or technological statements or tabula- 
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tions of phenomena (we must not confuse 
phenomena with fact). We mean, rather, 
those products of common sensé, native 
reason, combined with intuition. We mean 
what is called the “world-process,” and the 
ability to reason from cause to effect such 
as makes the sincere and worthy astrologer, 
or the philosopher who has studied Nature 
through biology, geology, physiology, agri- 
culture, cycles. 


There are two distinct poles of speech. 
The first and earliest partakes of pure 
BEING and, engineered by no one knows 
what gods, was given man in the eafly 
process of his development from the ani- 
mal, actually to build him his brain and 
mind. This, in antiquity, and to this day 
in China, was called “Spoken Thought” or 
“Old Man Genius,” and corresponds to it 
tuition and religious sentiment in general, 
and in the Bible is called The Holy Ghost 
and The Word. At the other pole is 
scientific thought with its categories and 
terminologies; it was called the “Boy 
Genius” or “Speaking Thought.” When 
these two poles are rightly connected and 
used by the public mind, there is healthful 
mental and moral life in the land. Ideo- 
grams portraying this Old Man Genius and 
Boy Genius are to be found on all conti- 
nents. 


A man may be ignorant of fact and yet 
overflowing with ideas. Ideal facts are not 
real facts. The danger is that the life we 
live and the ideas we think have not 4 
correspondence. Prehistoric China, as 
proved by her extant ideograms and att, 
understood much of the science we believe 
to be new today. In the light of such 
knowledge, or with a preview of it, and 
with other knowledge deeper by far, she 
produced reliable formulas for the guidance 
of thought in moral and even legislative 
fields. She tried to make the thinking mind 
opinion-proof, and keep it out of the morass 
of legislative illusions. She attempted to 
give the thinker a base in the active causes 
of his existence, and to protect him from 
“relatively true and often fatally false 
ideas.” 

We have only to go to psychoanalysis 
or semantics to know that the individual 
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mind does work in connection with the 
eternal round of natural causation and sub- 
conscious knowledge. As Jung shows in 
his volume “The Integration of the Per- 
sonality,” there is that dormant factor in 
the old-time-evolved consciousness, which 
STILL exists in the unconscious and “is 
still an unspoken civilizing instinct in the 
public mind.” It is the remnant of good 
common sense which makes Democracy 
dare to trust the decisions of the people— 
and distrust such functionaries as the Brain 
Trusters. Common words and simple ex- 
pressions are capable of solving many 
national problems because they are closest 
to essential truths at most points. 


Intuition 


Intuition works best when the intellect 
is not overloaded. Astrologers also know 
that Neptune gives intuition—that close 
interchange between the conscious and un- 
conscious—but that something else must 
be added to afford the common sense which 
discriminates between truth and delusion. 
In the present age Neptune has contributed 
to the over-expansion of Jupiter in ways 
that all astrologers know. Individuals suf- 
fer breakdowns from the same sort of 
Jupiter-Neptune versus Saturn-Uranus 
duality. The tragedy of a country and a 
man is the same—the tragedy of confusion 
of facts and opinions, of LIVING and 
thinking, “The word-crazed world judges 
guilt by ideas and not by facts.” Fulsome- 
ness of wording leads only too naturally to 
condemnation. And condemnation of self 
as well as of others is a major irritant in 
the body politic and in the body of man. 
“Trial by opinion proceeds on the same 
principle as formerly did trial by ordeal.” 
The natural instincts and intuitions of hu- 
manity are completely involved with the 
powers and processes of life. 

Modern science and letters are infants 
in comparison with prehistoric learning as 
revealed by the glyphs and pictograms of 
antiquity. Bad interpretations, bad trans- 
lations, of such true wisdom as was 
originally the Bible and many another 
philosophy, have veiled the origina] mean- 


ings. It is said that by the time of Greek 
glories of letters the keys to Homer had 
been lost so that scholars of the day could 
no longer understand its symbolism and 
meaning. One ought to subject every myth, 
every piece of art or poetry of the past to 
the scrutiny of suspicion that this theory 
of words and their values underlies them 
all. ql

There are several ways of making the 
computations and the map given herewith 
was calculated by three different methods 
in order to check results. We will illustrate 
by a single example: To find the geographic 
location of the first point of Pisces on the 
30th parallel of north latitude on the Earth. 

The angle of the zodiac at the first point 
of Pisces is, as was stated, 15°-38’, 


Then 15°-38’ log tan=9.446898 
Latitude 30° N. tan=9.761439 
Sine ....9°-18).. . . .<.4.«,.23 Ogee 


This 9°-18’ is the ascensional difference 
of the first point of Pisces, and to get the 
oblique ascension we add this value to 
right ascension, or longitude, counted from 
the Egyptian Sphinx. The first point of 
Aries, according to this count, will be at 
longitude 58°-55’ west of Greenwich, (as- 
suming that the Sphinx is at the first point 
of Cancer). Then to 58°-55’ we add 9°-18’, 
which gives 68°-13’, but Pisces is just 30° 
farther than this, or is 98°-13’ west of 
Greefwich on parallel of latitude 30° 
north. We know that the first point of 
Taurus must be exactly 60° east of the 
first point of Pisces, that is at 38°-13’ of 
geographic longitude west of Greenwich, 
on parallel 30°. 

In this way merely by calculating the 
positions for the quadrant from Capricorn 
to Aries we have the values to be added or 
subtracted for all the signs. While not at 
all complicated, it is rather tedious and re- 
quires some pains to tabulate these values.

esses Borcta was now in full posses- 
sion of all his faculties and had really begun 
to live up to his Birth Figure, his mentality 
having at length won for him the career in- 
dicated by his Natal Figure as a whole and 
in particular by BELLATRIX, the power- 
ful Fixed Star joined to the cusp of his 
Midheaven, called the Quickly Coming or 
Swiftly Destroying One. This body, ac- 
cording to Ptolemy, “is like unto Mars and 
Mercury,” and gives great civil and mili- 
tary honors, renown, wealth and eminent 
friends. In this connection it may be well 
to give Sepharial’s and Kozminsky’s inter- 
pretation of this Midheaven degree, so per- 
fectly do these fit this man’s budding 
career. Says Sepharial: —‘“Eighteen de- 
grees Gemini indicates a man of lofty aspi- 
rations, keen mental powers, penetration 
and executive ability. One who will cut 
out his own life and excite attention, but 
who. may, by ‘his destiny, fail in achieving 
the result aimed at. It is a degree of 
EXECUTION.” I may say in passing, that 
I ever find Sepharial’s degree interpreta- 
tions to be more indicative of ultimate 
events than those of Charubel. Kozminsky 
gives this degree as under the influence of 
Jupiter. He symbolizes. it as follows: 
“AN EAGLE WOUNDED IN FLIGHT 
SWOOPS TO A MOUNTAIN RIDGE 
WHERE A BROOD OF YOUNG ONES 
RISE FROM THE DROPS OF BLOOD.” 
It denotes, says he, “one of great bravery 
who, feeling himself unconquerable, be- 
comes a mark for the attacks of his enemies, 
who, thinking to smite him at the point of

his weakness, raise about themselves the 
power which vibrates from his pain. It is 
a symbol of INVULNERABILITY.” 

How true these interpretations are in 
each and every particular anyone can 
ascertain from the story of Borgia’s life. 

His first campaign was against the towns 
of Imola and Forli, held by that redoubt- 
able virago, the Countess Caterina Sforza- 
Riario, the mother of another famous war- 
rior-knight Giovanni delle Bande Nere, who 
at a later date was to repeat some of the 
Borgia’s exploits and make Italy resound 
with the glory of his name. Perhaps this 
was the severest and most trying of all 
Cesare’s many campaigns. It necessitated 
a siege and many determined assaults be- 
fore the citadel of Forli surrendered and 
the formidable Countess became the duke’s 
prisoner, the combination of Mars conjunct 
Saturn in Leo squared by Uranus and Nep- 
tune in Scorpio proving too strong for her 
to withstand. Other strongholds were re- 
duced in comparatively short order until, in 
February of 1500, the duke returned to. 
Rome in triumph. 

In the following March, when the tran- 
siting Sun was in trine to his Leonine con- 
junction in the 11th, the duke received 
from the pope, his father, the Golden Rose: 
“symbol of the Church Militant and the 
Church Triumphant.” This was followed 
by his investiture with the rank of Gon- 
falonier (Knight Standard-bearer) of the 
Church, There followed magnificent festi- 
vities in honor of the occasion, including a 
Spanish tauromachia (bull-fight) on June 
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24th when, entering the ring, the duke, 
single-handed, beheaded an enormous bull 
with a double-edged sword, “a feat which 
all Rome considered great.” 

Finally, in the autumn of 1500, he again 
took the field, this time against the Romag- 
noli principalities of Rimini and Pezaro, 
both of which capitulated after a short 
campaign. It was about this time, too, that 
Cesare’s name was inscribed in the Golden 
Book of Venice as a free citizen of that re- 
public, the very highest honor that this 
proud Adriatic state could confer upon any 
man. Collenuccio, one of the great litera- 
teurs of the peninsula in that age, describ- 
ing Cesare to Ercole d’Este, Duke of 
Ferrara, wrote: “He is accounted valiant, 
joyous and open-handed, and it is believed 
that he holds honest men in high esteem. 
Harsh in his vengeance, according to many, 
he is great of spirit and of ambition, athirst 
for eminence and fame.” 

In 1501 the town of Faenza surrendered, 
followed by those of Castel Bolognese and 
Piombino. Cesare Borgia was now the con- 
queror of Imola, Forli, Faenza and Piom- 
bino, besides numerous smaller places 
around about, the conquest of all of which 
caused him to be proclaimed Duke of Ro- 
magna, which title he had in fact assumed 
after the fall of Faenza. Between battles 
and sieges he devoted himself to the civil 
administration of the conquered territories, 
his notable executive abilities attracting 
universal admiration, so equable and clever 
were his decisions. 

The fall of Capua, Gaeta and Naples 
came next, the latter city having been en- 
tered on August 3rd, 1501, so that Cesare 
who had come to Naples as cardinal a /a- 
tere to crown King Federigo in the sum- 
mer of 1497, came now as a condottiero to 
depose him! Other principalities followed 
until the reduction of the Romagna became 
practically complete. The historian Grego- 
rovius, writing of the duke’s conquest of 
these territories, in his monumental Geschi- 
chte der Stadt Rom, says: 

“Before him cities trembled; the magis- 
trates prostrated themsélves in the dust; 
sycophant courtiers praised him to the 
stars. Yet it is undeniable that his govern- 
ment was energetic and good; for the first 









time the Romagna enjoyed peace and was 
rid of her vampires. In the name of Cesere 
justice was administered by Antonio di 


‘Monte Sansovino, President of the Ruota of 


Cesena, a man universally beloved.” 

This is the same Gregorovious who else- 
where in his work condemns the duke out 
of hand as being a monster of vice and 
iniquity. 

In between the account of these victories 
the narratives of Cesare Borgia’s life are 
filled with lists of intrigues involving secret 
murder, sexual orgies and kindred scandals 
too numerous to mention. I might say, to 
alter Marc Antony’s discourse over the body 
of Julius Caesar, that I came neither to 
bury Caesar nor to praise him unqualified- 
ly, but merely to analyze his character and 
career in the light of his Nativity. It is en- 
tirely within the realm of possibility, I 
might even add probability, that the duke 
did commit many of the acts imputed to 
him, what with the SOUTH SCALE over 
Uranus (abnormal mentality) and UN- 
UKALHAI over Neptune (immortality) in 
his Birth Figure, both these planets and 
fixed stars being opposed Luna in the 9th. 
Moreover, as the Moon and Mercury are 
configurated in an active trine, his mind 
and his senses being thus linked together 
at birth, the brain organ (Moon) being 
heavily afflicted by malicious squares and 
oppositions, this wrought in him a tendency 
to abuse his extraordinary powers and 
faculties of mind and body. On this and 
other scores it is well to bear in mind 
Sabatini’s observation anent the duke and 
Alexander VI, his father. Says Sabatini: 

“Valentinois (Cesare) was ever secret. 
In common with his father ... he showed 
a contemptuous indifference to public opin- 
ion on the whole which is invested almost 
with a certain greatness. At least it is 
rarely other than with greatness that we 
find such indifference associated. It was 
not for him to take the world into his con- 
fidence in matters with which the world was 
not concerned. Let the scandal-mongers 
draw what inference they pleased. It was 
a lofty and dignified procedure but one 
fraught with peril; and the Borgias have 
never ceased to pay the price of that ex- 
cessive dignity of reserve. For tongues must 
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be wagging and, where knowledge is lack- 
ing, speculation will soon usurp its place, 
and be involved with all the authority of 
. fact.” 

After having studied and interpreted the 
Birth Figures of some hundreds of people, 
I have had many occasions to marvel not 
only at some of the proclivities I have de- 
ciphered therein, but at many things they 
have told me about themselves—con- 
fidences of the most intimate and extraor- 
dinary kind—almost all of which have con- 
firmed the aptitudes indicated by their 
stars at birth. Now, as regards character 
trends, mental aptitudes and the like he is 
indeed a poor astrologer who fails to note 
them, but as to whether the native actually 
indulges these inclinations there is not one 
of us able to draft a definite judgment, so 
wide a gulf is there between an aptitude as 
such and the translation of such an aptitude 
into an actual act. Ptolemy himself refers 
to this in the first aphorism of his Cen- 
tiloquy as follows: 

“A te aut Scientid. Judgment must be 
regulated by thyself as well as by the 
Science, for it is not possible that particu- 
lar forms of events should be declared by 
any person, however scientific, since the 
understanding conceives only a general idea 
of some sensible event and not its particu- 
lar form. It is, therefore, necessary for 
him who practices herein to adopt infer- 
ence. They only who are inspired by the 
Deity can predict particulars.” 

And, for that matter, “there is so much 
bad in the best of us and so much good in 
the worst of us, that-it ill behooves any of 
us to talk about the rest of us!” To suspect 
a man is one thing, but to prove your sus- 
picion to be a fact.is quite another matter 
indeed. 


III 


The Waning Stars 


Cesare’s stars visibly waned upon the 
death of his father, Pope Alexander VI, 
on August 18th, 1503, after a reign of 
twelve years, the duke then being in his 
twenty-eighth year. For the first time in 
his life, his Progressed Moon was about 
over her radical place in his Figure, re- 
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emphasizing her influence as part of the 
Grand Square visible therein. She thus set 
all her radical aspects to vibrating again, 
including her slightly out-of-orb square to 
Jupiter, Ruler of the 4th (father) though 
posited in the 5th (filial affections) House, 
The dramatic manner as, too, the cause 
of the pontiff’s passing, false though I be- 
lieve them both to be, are surely too well 
known to necessitate my repeating the cur- 
rent version here. The duke himself was 
stricken with the same pestilential fever— 
arising from the infected air of Rome in 
summer, resulting from the proximity of 
the undrained Pontine marshes—that car- 
ried off the pope; in the process of his re- 
covery he is said to have shed all the skin 
from his body. Here it will be noticed that, 
though he nearly succumbed to fever, he 
yet recovered, his Nativity indicating, as 
it did, that he should perish by a violent 
death which he should bring about himself. 
Recovering at length, though stricken 
well nigh mortally, he withdrew his army 
from the city in time to permit the conclave 
to sit that elected Pius III, an old man 
“tormented by an ulcer,” to the vacant 
chair of Peter. This pontiff was friendly 
to the duke and confirmed him in all his 
offices and dignities, only to upset all his 
plans by dying after a reign of only twenty- 
six days. The man who succeeded him was 
Giuliano della Rovere, Cardinal of S. 
Pietro in Vincoli, a nephew of the terrible 
Sixtus IV and an arch-enemy of the House 
of Borgia, who ascended the Throne of the 
Fisherman under the title of Julius II. 
This man, who cordially hated Cesare 
and all things Borgian, stripped the duke 
of all his titles, offices and immunities and 
would have imprisoned him to boot had 
it not been for the sudden access of 
Spanish influence in the peninsula due to 
Gonzalo de Cordoba’s victory over the 
French at the battle of Garigliano at this 
time. As a result of this victory the duke, 
in December of that year, escaped to Naples 
and Gonzalo de Cordoba’s camp where he 
immediately set about making preparations 
for effecting a military come-back to avenge 
himself upon the pope and the Republic of 
Florence, both having been instrumental 
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in his downfall. But worse was to come, 
his fortunes being as it were cadent for 
the first time in his life. On the night of 
May 26th, 1504, as he left the tent of 
Gonzalo de Cordoba he was placed under 
arrest and -his sword was taken from him 
by order of the Spanish sovereigns at the 
instance of the treacherous Julius II who, 
having excellent reasons to fear his ven- 
geance, had stolen a march on him and had 
laid his grievance before Ferdinand and 
Isabella. On August 20th of the year fol- 
lowing he took ship for Spain, a prisoner 
of the Spanish Crown. 

“Thus,” observes Sabatini, “at the early 
age of twenty-nine, he passed from Italy 
and the deeds that well might have filled 
a lifetime.”” Within the space of twenty- 
nine fleeting years this man won immortal 
renown both as a military leader and a 
civil administrator of exceedingly rare 
talent. 

There remains not much more to relate 
save that a year and a half later, with the 
connivance of the Count of Benavento, he 
escaped from the Homenaje Tower of the 
Fortress of Medina del Campo and crossed 
over to Pampeluna where, on December 
3rd, 1506, he appeared “like the devil” at 
the Court of King Jean of Navarre, his 
brother-in-law. At this time his Progressed 
Moon was in Gemini in the Progressed 9th 
and about trine to 21° Libra on the Pro- 
gressed Ascendant. 

He took service under King Jean who 
caused him to be proclaimed Captain-Gen- 
eral of Navarre, and who put him at the 
head of an army of 10,000 men. But his 
stars were indeed setting and the end was 
not far off. 

He met death in February of the year 
following (1507) when, single-handed, he 
made a sortie against some rebels sent to 
relieve the Castle of Viana to which he was 
laying siege with his forces. It is thought 
that possibly his horse may have bolted 
with him in the excitement of the charge. 
At any rate he engaged a whole company 
of horsemen among whom he did great 
execution with his sword-until, unaided as 
he was, they at length overpowered him by 
numbers, unhorsed him and literally cut 
him to pieces. Under the rain of blows he 


fell, his heart pierced by a sword-thrust, 
in the thirty-second year of his age. And 
so he who had lived by the sword died by 
the sword, as must all who do violence to 
their brethren in God. He was the cause 
of his own death, as, indeed, the Ruler of 
the 12th in the Ist and Mars, Ruler of the 
8th, conjunct Saturn in Leo (sword-thrust 
to the heart) might be said to signify, plus 
the Fixed Star ALPHECCA joined to 
Uranus and so foreshadowing a violent 
death, and UNUKALHAI (alpha Serpen- 
tis, sometimes called the Serpent’s Heart) 
joined to Neptune and which carried the 
same signification, both being in Scorpio 
and opposing the Moon from the 3rd (the 
House of Swift Passing) to the 9th (that 
of Far Journeys). Moreover, his Pro- 
gressed Moon was about squaring his 
radical Ascendant from the Midheaven, a 
progression detrimental to life and fortune. 
It is also significant that Sagittarius, the 
Sign on the cusp of the 4th, rules horses 
and he met his death on horseback, Jupiter, 
its Ruler, being opposed Mars and Saturn 
in Leo, a hot, impetuous Sign! Poetic 
justice in that? Yes, I should say so. 

A small library of novels, too, have been 
written about Cesare Borgia; Hugo, 
Dumas and many of the great and lesser 
romanticists have seemingly vied with one 
another as to which of them could paint 
him the blackest. Much that has been writ- 
ten about the crimes attributed to him is 
mere rumor and surmise, since, as I have 
said, he was proud and secretive to an ex- 
treme degree. But he -is still accounted 
among the greatest military and govern- 
mental geniuses of whom there is any 
record; a rogue perhaps, but grea? in his 
roguery!

In the analysis of the sign of Gemini it 
was seen in traditional symbology as the 
“Three in One,” the energy of Creative 
Activity of the third attribute of the 
Trinity of Powers, which embodied there- 
fore both the Will and Desire for mani- 
festation. As an energy of dual quality, 
it combined both the positive and negative 
aspects of creative power, through which 
union the manifestation of the potential 
World-Soul was said to come forth.

The lunar orb which shines by reflecting 
the light of THE Sun sways the “tides” of 
the great “Ocean of Life” and so rules this 
creature (running over sideways) whose 
domain is the “land beneath the waters,” 
Here we have the symbolism of the (poten- 
tial) soul yet dormant and encased in its 
“Shell” of matter, a ‘creature of two ele- 
ments, water and “earth”—the sediment 
or “mud” of the ocean of life as it was 
termed by the Greek philosophers.

E Pluribus Unum. 

As the first three signs of the higher 
Triad were seen to embody the principles 
of Spiritual Will, Love-Wisdom, and the 
Creative Activity of Mind, this fourth sign 
is ruled by and gives expression to the 
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fourth principle of Desire.* 
Psychologically, the energy of this sign 
gives strong inclinations to the romantic 
and poetic, with the possibility of idealistic 
and comprehensive vision through their 
higher sensitivity and innate human under- 
standing. The positive type have profound 
endurance and are capable of extreme self- 
sacrifice for any Cause which they may 
champion. They obtain their objective by 
a method of insidious wearing down—as 
the corrosive element of water wears away 
all obstructions in its path instead of by 
aggressive attack.

Avatar and Divine Personage. In this 
birthing process Venus is bound to play an 
important part; not that Venus which is 
bounded by the littleness of particular 
persons or nations, but instead a planet 
which wili do to Venus what Pluto is doing 
to Mars, what Neptune did to Jupiter and 
Uranus to Saturn. 

In this last sentence is to be found the 
key to an understanding of the geocentric 
sequence of planets and particularly of all 
the trans-Saturnian planets. But before 
we can approach intelligently the study of 
the function of the as yet undiscovered 
planets we have to consider carefully, yet 
with broad vision, what Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto have represented in terms of the 
two centuries of human history to which 
they gave fundamental key-notes of 
destiny. 

Leaving for the following issue of the 
magazine a detailed discussion of these 
key-notes, I shall conclude this article by 
saying that Uranus, Neptune and Pluto 
symbolize the energies which compel every 
particular and individualized entity (be 
it a person, a group, a nation) to transform 
itself and to become more than it is—or 
disintegrate. These planets control the 
entrance of the Collective-or Universal Un- 
conscious into the individually conscious— 
and the reaction of the conscious entity to 
that irruption of new energy and of new 
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life-contents, They symbolize, in terms of 
individual human growth, what occultism 
calls ‘““The Path:” a process of metamor- 
phosis and transfiguration after which the 
individual finds himself a conscious partici- 
pant in that creative core—or “seed”—of 
Man which has been defined by many 
names, particularly as the “White Lodge.” 

What Uranus, Neptune and Pluto began 
from the side of the universe, the un- 
named planets should achieve from the 
side of the individual . . . because they will 
correspond and be related to the “inner 
planets” Venus and Mercury. Pluto repre- 
sents the universal Power reaching down 
into the individual’s depths. What follows 
is the development of the “ovum”? fertilized 
by the divine Seed in its descent into man. 

It may seem strange to many that this 
impregnation of mankind by the divine 
Seed should manifest in orgies of blood 
and destruction. Perhaps the huge scale 
of such destruction could have been 
avoided; but men were apparently so deaf 
to God’s footsteps in the dark that. the 
knocking at the gates of their consciousness 
had to be made by tanks and aeroplanes.

i= great difference between modern 
civilization and primitive culture is the 
vast amount of free movement it provides 
for even the least of men. This may be 
almost entirely cancelled by war conditions, 
as at present, but this is nothing like the 
state of affairs which prevailed in the Dark 
Ages and through most of history, when 
men and women lived and died without the 
means, or even the inclination, to move 
more than a few miles from their place of 
birth. The change in modern times is re- 
flected in the discovery of the new planets, 
of which Uranus and Neptune are particu- 
larly important in showing the pattern of 
the unique present-day chance given to 
men to come and go, to change their na- 
tionality and to mix every line of race and 
culture. The positive or primary side of 
this process* gives the permissive focus in 
this new and free movement of civilized 
personality. The supplementary section 
reveals the native’s capacity for taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunities in civilization. 

The foundational part in the Arabian 
system created by the counter-clockwise 
distance from Uranus to Neptune is the 
Part of Inspiration; it indicates the contri- 
bution of the native to the race in contrast 
with the endowment given him by the 
group charted at the Threshold of Au- 
thority. This shows the circumstances 
under which an individual develops his 
creative capacity for launching something 
the race genius will support. It indicates 
one’s personal potentialities that are of 
primary significance to other people. Thus

there are times in life when the whol 
course of nature seems arrayed against an 
individual’s efforts, and other moments 
when everything falls into place. Inspira- 
tion is not a hocus-pocus by which favored 
souls are given an occult glimpse behind 
the scenes of events, or are instructed and 
guided from the invisible as though life 
were a game of chess with men as pawns, 
but is instead the gift for moving, acting or 
choosing at the right time in the right direc- 
tion, as this may be identified and strength- 
ened in every horoscope. 


Your Threshold of Originality 


Your Part of Inspiration is created by 
the relationship from Uranus to Neptune 
taken in the normal order of the zodiac and 
projected from the ascendant.* As has 
been pointed out in each.of these articles, 
you may treat this parfas a planet, giving 
consideration to its position by sign, dec- 
anate and degree if you have an exact 
horoscope for the precise minute and place 
of your birth. If there is any question of 
your birth hour, you can take account only 
of the part’s position by house. 

Your Part of Inspiration in the First 
House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your absolute self-confidence, 
or from the complete social integration of 
your own personality.** The horoscope of

of Neptune to the longitude of the ascendant and to sui 
tract the longitude of Uranus from this sum, which gives 
the longitude of the Part of Inspiration.

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Mary Baker G. Eddy* illustrates this type 
of threshold in man’s capacity to gain an 
easy co-operation from his fellows. Because 
Mrs. Eddy’s accentuated neurasthenia 
strengthened her extraordinarily creative 
self-centering, she was enabled ultimately 
to make the most significant contribution 
of an American woman to the pioneer 
thinking of the modern age. Anyone with 
this horizon in the 1st house is able to direct 
the course of his life to his own ends to the 
degree that he will create the requisite 
imaginative reality within his own con- 
sciousness. 

Your Part of Inspiration in the Second 
House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your unstinted willingness to 
throw the whole of yourself in anything 
you do, no matter what the cost may seem 
to be. The horoscope of Percy Bysshe 
Shelly illustrates this type of threshold. 
Shelley’s achievement was primarily a dra- 
matization of the essential freedom of 
human consciousness, as lifted above the 
limitations of tradition and social or eco- 
nomic compulsions. Anyone with this 
horizon in the 2nd house is able to direct 
the course of his life to his-own ends, to 


the degree that he flatly refuses to permit, 


anyone else to determine the final values 
by which he guides his actions. 

Your Part of Inspiration in the Third 
House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your sensitiveness to the trend 
of interest around you, and to the current 
worth of the various factors in which you 
interest yourself. The horoscope of Sir 
William Rowan Hamilton illustrates this 
type of threshold. Hamilton’s achievement 
as a mathematician and astronomer has not 
had the full recognition it deserves because 
much of his work was an anticipation of 
developments carried further by others, but 
his career shows the operation of this part 
in a striking way. Anyone with this hori- 
zon in the 3rd house is able to direct the 
course of his life to his own ends to the 
degree that he will challenge himself con- 
tinually and so keep an alert everyday 
interest in the events of his own field.

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Your Part of Inspiration in the Fourth 
House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your imaginative appreciation 
of ultimate goals or final values in every- 
thing you do. At the worst this suggests 
playing to the galleries but, for the best, 
means refusing to concern yourself over 
matters which may be taken as trivial by 
your fellows. You escape the ordinary 
limitations of life if you surround yourself 
with as much glamour as possible. You are 
apt to miss your real opportunity if you 
neglect your own personal interests or 
accept a depreciation of things close or 
dear to you. Your spontaneity is effective 
when it is an expression of your sense of 
your own true worth. The horoscope of 
Lord Byron illustrates this type of thresh- 
old. Byron’s achievement was in drama- 
tizing this self-sufficiency of the human 
spirit, so that when he flouted the cherished 
standards of his own social group he was 
speaking no less for the nascent divinity of 
the human soul than when he sacrificed his 
life for the cause of Greek independence. 
Anyone with this horizon in the 4th house 
is able to direct the course of his life 
to his own ends to the degree that he 
will take the time and trouble to give pur- 
pose, dignity and weight to every detail 
of his own effort. 

Your Part of Inspiration in the Fifth 
House, Your most effective self-realization 
results from your deepening insight into 
the fact that what is interesting to you is 
interesting to other people, and that what 
moves you most definitely is apt to gain the 
best response from others. You escape the 
ordinary limitations of life if you remain 
uncompromisingly the experimenter, leaving 
all ultimate values to the test of your own 
experience. You are apt to miss your real 
opportunity if you hesitate in this self- 
expression because you may then accept 
the compensation of a destructive self-in- 
dulgence. Your spontaneity is effective 
when you keep your interest centered on 
the widening potentialities of experience. 
The horoscope of Dante illustrates this 
type of threshold. Dante’s use of actual 
personalities and events to illustrate the

You escape the 
ordinary limitations of life if you “rush 
in where angels fear to tread,” and seek 
to put affairs around you in a better pat- 
tern of order. You are apt to miss your 
real opportunity through yielding to the 
temptation to take an easier way, or to 
accomplish some objective by compromise 
rather than direct action.

House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your continuous and ifmmedi- 
ate response to the needs of every situation 
in which you find yourself. You escape the 
ordinary limitations of life if you are willing 
to battle for anything that calls out your 
admiration, whether this is of immediate 
concern to you or not. You are apt to miss 
your real opportunity through turning to re- 
mote goals or abstract considerations. Your 
spontaneity is effective when your experi- 


ence is real, and you make a very 

mistake by crossing bridges much before 
you come to them. The horoscope of 
George Washington illustrates this type of 
threshold. Washington’s achievement was 
magnificent on the score of his rising to 
the issue, so that his weakness actually be- 
came strength and his career the symbol of 
a great nation’s birth in his dramatization 
of a national need rather than his own per- 
sonality. Anyone with this horizon in the 
7th house is able to direct the course of his 
life to his own ends to the degree that he 
will keep his interests broad and remember 
that true accomplishment is a privilege and 
not a matter of birth or social prerogative. 

Your Part of Inspiration in the Eighth 
House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your almost spartan capacity 
to immolate yourself in a cause, or to point 
every effort and energy to some one goal 
through which you visualize the ultimate 
justification of your own life. You escape 
the ordinary limitations of life if you give 
a minimum of importance to transient in- 
terests, and demand a recognition of your- 
self as someone of value to the community 
or the nation.

Your Part of Inspiration in the Tenth 
House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your willingness to embody 
some outstanding ideal of the social group 
in your own person, You escape the ordi- 
nary limitations of life if you do not hesi- 
tate to step forward, to head committees, 
to serve on delegations, to act as the guinea 
pig in a test or demonstration, and in every 
other way keep yourself significant in the 
group. You are apt to miss your real op- 
portunity if you lose sight of the fact that 
you speak for your fellows only as you live 
their ideals, and so make the mistake of 
trying to force some of your own ideals 
down the throats of those who otherwise 
would support you in your efforts.

Your Part of Inspiration in the Eleventh 
House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your uncompromising concern 
over long-range objectives in any form of 
social or group activity. The horoscope of 
the senior J. P. Morgan illustrates this 
type of threshold. Morgan’s achievement 
in advancing a new form of commercial 
corporation or financial entity provided a 
means for an important socio-economic 
transition in American life. Anyone with 
this horizon in the 11th house is able to 
direct the course of his life to his own ends 
to the degree that he will refuse to accept, 
other than temporarily, any place where he 
cannot have some effective voice in shaping 
the general trends. 

Your Part of Inspiration in the Twelfth 
House. Your most effective self-realization 
results from your willingness to make the 
inarticulate stirrings of the group explicit 
in some way, dramatizing them sufficiently 
so that ordinary men are able to make the 
choices necessary in their own self-fulfil- 
ment. The horoscope of Martin Luther 
illustrates this type of threshold. Luther’s 
achievement is particularly valuable here 
because the end results of his protest against 
the abuses in the Church were not the 
house-cleaning within its confines which he 
had in mind, but a thoroughgoing reforma- 
tion of religion as an important dynamic 
in the rather complete revolution of human 
society.

ninth Sign, like the 
Ninth House, is a 
mysterious realm, being that wherein a 
talent or a taste for the arts and sciences 
is generated, wherein the long journeys in- 
cidental to high adventure and exploration 
are fostered and, finally, where the mys- 
ticism incidental to true religious convic- 
tions has its fount and origin. 

And so, replete with the exalted mystery 
of spiritual feeling and manifestation, 


trologers, there 
would appear to be no evidence for the 
statement made by one of them that “it is 
doubtful if any of the Signs promise more 
favorably for Jupiter’s influence upon 
financial prosperity than does Sagittarius.” 
Any number of poor people have this 
Jupiterean emplacement the same as any 
number of wealthy ones. In short, as al- 
ways, it all depends upon the use to which 
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the native puts this vibration as to whether 
it yields any very definite financial returns 
or lies fallow. Of itself it is not rated a 
financial barometer save indirectly, being 
by nature more scientific-artistic than com- 
mercially gainful. Upon the other hand, 
should Jupiter tenant any of the last 15° 
of the Sign, he promotes pretty much of a 
gambling instinct—and the ups and downs 
of gamblers have become notorious these 
many thousand years. Nor can Jupiter’s 
tenancy of a Fire Sign economically com- 
pete with his more conservative Earth or 
even his Water emplacements, save in the 
most spectacular and therefore unreliable 
sense. Perhaps the most that can be said 
for his Sagittarian financial tendencies is 
the fact that when in this Sign he would 
appear to stimulate the mental activities to 
the extent that the fortunes progress pro- 
portionately as these are exercised. Other- 
wise, again as always, the spiritual progress 
automatically attends to the native’s well 
being in general. 

In this Sign, the Lord of Wealth pro- 
motes good fortune and general success, a 
humane, broad and philosophical mentality 
and quite a reverential and religious dis- 
position. He proposes leadership, too, the 
talents being given either an artistic or a 
scientific turn. Should the Nativity as a 
whole portray a fundamentally religious 
tum of mind, then this zodiacal position 
does much to enhance it and to propose 
prominence in ecclesiastical and civic af- 
fairs, leadership in one or another of these 
directions being assured. Jupiter here fa- 
vors leadership pretty much in general, 
though this depends in great measure upon 
his House position plus the aspects he dis- 
tributes and receives. 

In the last half of Sagittarius, Jupiter 
more especially favors an interest in sports 
of various kinds, and an interest in horses, 
shipping, in the entertainment field and 
like activities. Should another testimony 
or two concur, he would appear to foster 
gain through speculation, marriage, lega- 
cies and voyages. ; 

In Sagittarius, Jupiter most generally 
nourishes a distinct interest in literature 
and promotes authorship and publishing 
ventures. 


Humanitarian Viewpoint 

Minus any serious affliction, the Lord of 
Immensity in the Archer’s Sign, more no- 
ticeably when posited in the first 15° 
thereof, foreshadows a distinctly humani- 
tarian viewpoint and appreciation; usually 
the native’s activities are directly ordered 
along such lines. 

When at all seriously afflicted, a Sagit- 
tarian Jupiter threatens social and religious 
troubles, difficulties and/or accidents en- 
countered through one’s activities in sports, 


‘losses due to extravagance or speculation 


of various sorts, an inclination toward a 
cheap, sporty environment, gaudy display 
and a general lack of good taste and man- 
ners. It often portends loss of social stand- 
ing should the native be born into a better 
environment, legal troubles, a narrow 
minded bigotry in religion, and there is 
very often a decided streak of superstition 
in the make-up. The sum total of others’ 
deductions in regard to the native consist 
of the impression that it were a pity so 
many really brilliant possibilities have been 
put to such small account, the native’s 
talents seeming to shine forth at times 
beneath the accumulated rubble incidental 
to extravagant mannerisms and poor taste. 
Upon the other, hand, even here there is 
perceived to be a fundamental generosity 
of disposition that wins friends and that 
considerably nullifies the efforts of one’s 
enemies to harm one. Given even fair as- 
pects to Jupiter here, his Saggittarian vi- 
bration accumulates friends and even wins 
the esteem of enemies. 

When posited in the Centaur’s Sign, the 
diseases of Jupiter are such as affect the 
nervous system, the sensory faculties and 
the motion of organs and parts. As Sagit- 
tarius is definitely to be accounted an as- 
terism inducing the befalling of accidents, 
afflictions to its Lord presume ill fortune 
through hasty thought and action. 

The Greater Blessing, when posited in 
the Sign of the Muses at birth, usually 
forecasts a zealous, energetic, humane, 
open-hearted disposition, amiable, buoyant, 
intensely idealistic and, above all, sincere. 
He warns against selfish concepts, want of 
faith, and conceit. His keyword is Re- 
verence; his impulse, Generosity.

pering conditions everywhere, and resource- 
ful in dealing with them, a potent mover in 
the freeing of great masses of people from 
the social or economic bondage in which 
they are held, either through the timorous- 
ness of their own thinking, or pressure of 
circumstances that had proved too much 
for them. 

Neptune, planet of social service and ob- 
ligation, will be sextile natal Saturn during 
the fall of 1944, all of 1945, then conjoins 
Jupiter in 1947 and ’48, again in ’49, while 
it trines natal Pluto, as it moves toward the 
trine of its own place in 1952. Here is op- 
portunity on any scale his imagination can 
conceive, and a chance for service on a 
truly world pattern. 

The transiting Jupiter enters the 10th 
house sign in July of next year, to be in 
the 10th in 1944 and over the Sun in Virgo 
in October of that all-important year—one 
of the best opportunity aspects of them all. 
From the 11th, Jupiter sextiles Uranus in 
the summer of 1945. As Saturn enters Leo, 
the 10th house sign, in the fall of 1946, 
Jupiter enters Scorpio, the rising sign—an 
auspicious transit, increasing the power to 
draw others to him and inspire them with 
enthusiasm, confidence, and good will. In 
1949, Jupiter is again strongly favorable 
(trine the Sun) while Saturn is ON the 
Sun, and Uranus on Mars and the Moon— 
a powerful triple emphasis for a significant 
and dramatic accomplishment. 

In the spring of 1943, the progressed 
Moon crosses the 4th cusp to center the 
attention on the building of solid founda- 
tions for a high achievement. In the fall of 
that year, the major planetary directions 
are “previewed” by lunar trines to Mars, 
Venus and the Moon. In the following 
spring, the Moon squares Saturn, Mercury 
and Pluto, as the transiting Mars com- 
pletes its long stay in Gemini—the regen- 
erative 8th, already heavily weighted by 
the transiting Saturn and Uranus. The stage 
thus being set for a major change, the 
progressed Moon reaches its “Full” phase 
across the 4th and 10th houses at the birth- 
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day in 1944, then swings slowly upward to 


make the progressed Full Moon across thé 
horizon axis in 1948. 4 
This tightly integrated pattern of pre 
gressions and transits, focused on 
houses and planets and concentrated within 
a ten-year span, gives every promise of 
developing a finely tempered political in 
strument to its highest potential of useful. 
ness at a time most crucial in our history, 
calling for leaders, with a conscience, to 
preserve and to broaden our triumphantly

C General Indications 


HANGING international relationships, 
breaks between governments and peoples, 
or new world alliances may be expected in 
October. With the Sun, Mercury, Venus, 
Mars and Neptune emphasizing Libra and 
7th house influences (partnerships or open 
enemies), in trine aspect to Saturn and 
Uranus in Gemini, but square Jupiter in 
Cancer, the new alliances, treaties and 
systems may be far more constructive and 
longer lasting than previous ones, while the 
breaks may well demolish those that have 


‘been based on anything less than the sound- 


est fundamental principles. However, as 
Mercury is retrograde for the first three 
weeks of the month (along with Saturn and 
Uranus), any changes may develop slowly, 
while adjustments and synchronization, or 
definite methods, arrangements and reor- 
ganization take thought, skill and time. 

The movement of Neptune into Libra on 
Oct. 3rd is of major importance in world 
affairs, especially as it follows the move- 
ment of Saturn and Urafus into Gemini 
which occurred last May, both of which 
stress changing relationships. Neptune 
will remain in Libra for fourteen years, 


finally leaving that sign in August, 1957. 
Perhaps the most important suggestion 
given by this transit points to post-war 
conditions, and the means taken to estab- 
lish a better basis of living conditions for 
all peoples and nations. If nothing else 
indicated the eventual downfall of the Axis, 
this triple change of signs by Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune in the same year 
shows that the ideals and principles of 
democracy and the people will become 
paramount. As the rights of the people 
achieve power, a new League of Nations 
will emerge, possibly along far more social- 
ized lines than heretofore. The legal aspect 
of Libra may easily show in new interna- 
tional laws, in a world Court that would 
really have jurisdiction over governments 
and rulers. Even now members of that 
future world Court may be in process of 
selection by the ability with which they 
handle present problems, and the continued 
peace of all nations may rest on the in- 
tegrity of the men who compose it. 

On the economic side, these three transits 
indicate an enormous transition in world 
transportation. The old cliché, “what a 
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small: world,” will take on new meaning, 
for air movement of cargo and passengers 
on a hitherto undreamed of scale will make 
boats and railroads, and, to some extent, 
automobiles, too slow and cumbersome for 
the age now dawning. These configurations 
are strong indications that men who visual- 
ize the future of aviation on what at present 
may appear to be a fantastic scale may 
have ample opportunity to realize their 
dreams. 

In the economic picture—a change in 
labor conditions, Labor Parties, unions or 
leaders, and all that pertains to industry, 
agricultural products, scientific experiments 
and developments, and all forms of art—in 
fact, “the artistic touch” may be brought 
into every field of utility, while utility is 
projected into art. 

Each major cycle chart is stimulated in 
October: in the Pluto cycle that planet is 
conjunct the radix Moon; an out-rushing, 
combative spirit may sweep masses of 
people everywhere. As Pluto approaches 
a square of its radix position in Taurus, 
this may have a very adverse effect on 
totalitarian nations. In the Neptune cycle, 
that planet moves to oppose its own radix 
place, further emphasizing terminations 
of current world alliances, some of which 
may have been considered impregnable. 
_ Uranus in its cycle retrogrades to square 
radix Moon; government emergencies may 
require adjustments and new sacrifices 
from the people. Saturn is square Mer- 
cury in its cycle; world economic and finan- 
cial conditions are difficult; shortages of 
basic materials become an increasing prob- 
lem. In the Jupiter cycle, that planet 
squares Saturn and the nodes, stressing the 
above economic conditions. 


The United States 


The transiting Jupiter conjuncts radix 
Mercury and its own progressed position in 
the U. S. chart in October, and trines the 
progressed Moon. These are very favor- 
able aspects for harmony between the Ad- 
ministration and the people generally, labor 
forces, health conditions, successes of the 
Army and Navy, or in foreign relations. 


Treaties, pacts or arrangements for supplies 
between this and other governments may be 
under consideration, and can be important 
steps toward winning the war. However, 
with the transiting Mercury retrograde 
from the Ist to 19th and square Jupiter on 
the 5th, there may be some over-optimism 
or hiatus between arranging plans and 
actual operation; or if agreements, pacts, 
laws, new productions, are forced through 
they may be open to later revision. Partly 
responsible for any lack of harmony or in- 
ability to see eye to eye on foreign or 
domestic policies and war strategy, or any 
over-estimation of power, may be the tran- 
sit of Mars and Venus conjunct Saturn and 
square radix Sun in the U. S. chart, while 
square progressed Saturn in the Great 
Mutation chart, between the Ist and 11th 
of October. This may indicate a new 
propaganda barrage from enemy nations 
and industrial problems at home. Tin and 
steel may be especially short. Important 
Bureaus at Washington may be overhauled. 
Congressional activity may be slow, but 
that body may focus with unusual clarity 
on decisions in aiding basic resources and 
the war effort. Earnings and wages should 
be high, and the spiral of inflation seems to 
mount. A change in the High Command 
may be considered or effected. The U. S. 
armed services may be victorious during 
the first three weeks of October, but the 
last week does not appear to be so favor- 
able. On the whole, however, the war 
fronts do not appear to be spectacular, The 
great changes indicated in world relation- 
ships may include some offer of peace 
terms; or time may be required to complete 
new diplomatic terms and alignments. 


Great Britain 


The emphasis on Libra to October 24th 
may bring serious problems to the Govern- 
ment, people and fighting forces of Great 
Britain. Treacherous attacks against that 
nation in September may open the way 
now for new tactics to be formulated in 
hostilities, or unusual negotiations may 
clear the way for future settlements. Mars 
squares its own position of Sept. 1, 1939 
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(beginning of the war) on Oct. 24th, in 
conjunction with Venus and square the 
transiting Jupiter, shortly after Mercury 
turns direct; this could be a signal for a 
new phase of war strategy, perhaps also 
peace suggestions. These might come from 
the Vatican. There may be more than a 
hint of coming changes in relationship be- 
tween England and some of its Colonial 
Empire, notably India and eventually 
Australia. In October, however, as Mars 
transits the 7th house of Great Britain’s 
chart, and squares the natal Venus, peace 
seems far removed and battle lines very 
close. Enormous bombing power may be 
unloosed by the United Nations, causing 
destruction to the Axis, but England may 
also suffer damage. ‘Toward the end of 
the month the Near East may become a 
very active battle zone. 


Russia 


The first part of October should be in- 
valuable to Russia in redefining its aims 
and objectives, and re-establishing its fight- 
ing forces on lines that will be of lasting 
importance. As Mercury is retrograde until 
the 19th, this work may seem slow, yet 
with Neptune and Mars in Libra, in good 
aspect to the natal Uranus and Jupiter in 
this chart, the road to victory may be more 
sharply defined’ than heretofore. Saturn 
in Gemini is close to radix Jupiter, showing 
that the enemy still has power to hold ter- 
titory and bases, but this seems to affect 
the Allies of U.S.S.R. rather than that 
nation itself. In fact, Russia’s most intense 
concern may lie in Eastern Siberia. 


Germany 


As Mars goes through Libra and the 4th 
house of the Nazi Power Chart, the indica- 
tions are that there will be drastic up- 
heavals in the domestic life of Germany. 
This can be caused by assaults of the 
United Nations, grave uprisings in con- 
quered territories, by still further serious 
testrictions in living conditions, and even 
internal dissatisfaction against the Nazi 
Party. A change in the High Command is 


probable. The conjunction of Venus and 
Neptune on Oct. 3rd indicates the possi- 
bility of a peace move during the month; 
the peculiar intrigue involved might be to 
put hot pressure on Japan, to bring it into 
closer cooperation with the Nazis. What- 


~ ever aggression is forced by Germany in 


October will be very costly in lives and 
equipment. 


Far East 


The United Nations air forces could take 
the initiative against Japan with success 
during October. The double stimulation 
of the movement of transiting Mars and 
Venus over Uranus in Libra in both the 
Japanese and Hitler charts may spur these 
Axis partners to a coordinated but reckless 
offensive, which, however, is likely to meet 
with failure as Mars and Venus come to 
the square of Jupiter near the 24th. 

In the Chinese chart, the transiting Mars 
and Venus square radix Uranus and Nep- 
tune, but trine natal Moon. Campaigns in 
vital areas may be very important to vic- 
tories in China. Apparent enemy successes 
may cause great concern in that country, 
but China’s Allies should gain toward the 
end of the month, and that nation may 
grow progressively stronger in taking the 
offensive. The British position in India 
may also gain support, probably after a 
major crisis. 

The entire Australian sector may become 
much more active; enemy attacks may be 
more intense, but the United Nations 
should be able to launch important offen- 
sives with increasing success over the next 
two months. In any case it appears that, 
beginning in Sept.-Oct., Australasia will be 
more and more an essential key to the 
eventual outcome of the war and post-war 
settlements. 


South and Central America 


Argentina is proving an interesting study 
as a Cancer nation with Jupiter in transit 
over the Sun. C. E. O. Carter remarks 
that “Jupiter rules much the same things 
as Neptune,” and the Neptunian influence

STUDY OF THE FINAL PURPOSE OF THE HOUSES 


The Effect of Thought on Destiny 


_It is a matter much to be pondered upon 
that the lower in the scale a person is in 
definite thought life, the more fatalistic the 
horoscope seems to be. When we get a per- 
son, not necessarily one who is brilliant 
mentally, but one who is consciously alive 
to his shortcomings and striving with 
knowledge and purpose to overcome them, 
we find that the evil aspects pass by him. 
In fact, we can judge the person almost by 
this very factor, that the evil that is prom- 
ised retreats and the good that is promised 
becomes so much better. Why is this? 

Emerson in his wonderful Essay on Fate, 
which we hope you will all study for your- 
selves, answers the question much better 
than we could do in our own words. He 
says, “Thought (and by thought he means 
conscious directive thought) dissolves the 
material universe, by carrying the mind 
up into a sphere where all is plastic... . 
If thought makes free, so also does the 
moral sentiment.” 

Here you have the key to the whole 
matter—that there is a realm within or 
above, it matters not which—where all is 
plastic. Our physical body and our sur- 
roundings are simply the result of our 
thought life playing on this plastic matter. 
Hence our'two planets, Mercury and Jupi- 
ter, the mind planets, are of the utmost 
consequence in reading a chart. Mercury 
gives us reason and common sense to apply 


to our problems, but Jupiter involves a 
vaster type of thought that is allied with 
emotion and the creative fire. Even in 
ancient Greece, Plato knew of this plastic 
world, and modern philosophy is beginning 
to realize its truth more and more. This is 
the reason for the phenomenal success of 
such developments in religion as Christian 
Science, New Thought, and occultism gen- 
erally. All the older forms of religion knew 
this truth, but generally speaking, they 
have not “sold” it to the masses quite so 
readily. 

As we study one or two charts in con- 
nection with Sixth House conditions, you 
will see how various people mentioned did 
not apply fatalism to their problems, but 
free will, and in that free will they cen- 
quered fate. Emerson puts it very neatly 
when he says: “The water will drown you, 
but learn to swim”—and this is what 
Astrology teaches you—‘Here is a diffi- 
culty, but if you use mind, it can be either 
circumvented or at least mitigated.” (We 
shall return to this matter later in the les- 
sons on progressions. ) 


Conditions and Circumstances De 
noted by the Sixth House 


The Sixth House relates to: 


1. Work. The kind of work has to be 
considered in connection with the 
Midheaven also. 
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. It shows the competence or incompe- 
tence in work and service, also the 
attitude of the mind towards work. 

. Service. Relationship with employer, 
servants and inferiors. 

_ Uncles and aunts of the parent de- 
noted by the Fourth House, since the 
Sixth House is the Third from the 
Fourth. 

. Ill health. This has to be considered 
with the Ascendant. 

. Food and nourishment. 

7. Form and ceremony. 
. The personal morality of the native. 


N.B. In charts of government leaders, 
the Sixth House represents the Civil 
Service—ability to work with the 
various departments, including the 
Army and Navy. 


The Sixth House is the feminine or re- 
ceptive house of Mercury, the planet of 
mind, hence it shows us the effect of recep- 
tivity of thought. It stands to reason that 
however much our mind observes and sees 
as it goes out towards objects, this is of 
little value if when the objects are per- 
ceived, the return wave of thought cannot 
be made use of. Virgo is essentially the 
sign where use is made of thought, hence 
it is the right sign for the Sixth House, the 
house of usefulness, work and service. 

The place and strength of Mercury then 
is of very great importance in reading the 
Sixth House conditions, for in studying the 
planet by sign and house and by its aspects, 
we find out whether the mind is likely to 
develop or whether it will lie idle. We also 
discover the matters that will stir the mind 
int activity. 


The undeveloped mind shows us the fol- 
lowing qualities: 


1. It is stubborn — acts on precedent 
rather than on reason—refuses to be 
convinced even when, actual reasons 
are given. 

. Or it is constantly shifting from one 
subject to another, unable to main- 
tain a real interest in any one thing. 


3. Or it is too easily open to suggestion. 
If a person says, “Oh, what a terrible 
cough you have; you’re likely to have 
T.B.,” then immediately this unde- 
veloped mind decides that a terrible 
possibility of near death is at hand. 
The person is unable to throw the 
suggestion aside. Or such a person 
makes a resolution not to do a certain 
thing, and the first time another per- 
son suggests that he do this thing, he 
cannot refuse. He has to act with the 
mob. 

. The negative Mercury craves strong 
stimulation. He canrfot sit and think 
by himself, or in a quiet group, but 
needs everything to be presented in 
an over-exaggerated way or he cannot 
realize that it is interesting. 


The negative mind craves strong sensa- 
tion because that is the only way things 
force his mind to react and so to work. 
Leibowitz says, “There is nothing in the 
mind that has not come through the senses 
—except the mind itself.” 

Hence, where the intellect is mediocre 
we should not worry about the crude sensa- 
tional way in which a person learns his 
lessons. We find that as soon as mind is 
developed the craving for sensationalism 
grows less and less. 


The developed mind shows us the fol- 
lowing qualities: 


1. It is always open to reason and not 
stubborn. If a better way of doing a 
thing is proven, the man will try to 
work in this way. 

. It is able to concentrate on and enjoy 
every phase of the problem under con- 
sideration. 

. It is able to throw aside foolish sug- 
gestions. The man is able to bring 
in deliberate mature thought on what 
is suggested and to decide whether it 
is reasonable or wise to follow the 
suggestion or not. 

. It prefers to see matters in the light of 
truth rather than falsified even in the 
slightest detail. 
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Fatigue and Work 


Work fatigues us mainly because we do 
not like it. In fact, the very thought of 
uncongenial work will sometimes fatigue 
us. But, if we have to do something we 
want to do, we either forget fatigue or do 
not notice it. The most energetic signs for 
work are the Mars and Sun signs. Good 
aspects to these two planets represent joy 
in the matters in which they work readily. 
' Evil aspects represent the matters they dis- 
like or which present difficulties, but either 
planet can force a way through. 

Mercury and Jupiter represent the men- 
tal direction of work and when they are 
well aspected, particularly by Sun or Mars, 
we get the tireless mental workers. 

It is important to note that the Sun 
stimulates not merely the body, but also 
the mind, hence those who shut themselves 
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off from the rays of the Sun not only shut 
off bodily health, but also mind health, 
H. M. Stanley who went to seek for Living. 
stone spoke of the depressing effect on his 
mind of the interminable African forests 
where the trees are so close, the Sun’s rays 
strike through only with difficulty. 

Fatigue then steps in partly through the 
environment being unsatisfactory and 
partly because one dislikes the work. If 
one cannot change one’s work, then the 
only thing to do is to change one’s con. 
sciousness and dislike of the work. The 
curious thing is that when distaste is over- 
come, the way often opens up to the right 
kind of work.

Important Changes Affect Home Life—Modern Joan of Arc May A ppear—Practical 
Persons Become Romantic—Earnings, Finances Excellent—New 
Beginnings in Personal and Public Lives’ - 


WV es two exceptions the major as- 


pects from October Ist to the full Moon 
of the 23rd, indicate good fortune, sustained 
progress and many new beginnings in per- 
sonal or public lives or ambitions. The 
exceptions are afflictions to Jupiter in the 
last decanate of Cancer, and a retrograde 
Mercury in the 2nd and 3rd decans of 
Libra, both Cancer and Libra being cardi- 
nal, active signs. 

The Sun, Mercury and Mars are in 
transit of Libra on Oct. Ist; Neptune en- 
ters that sign on the 3rd and Venus on the 
4th, making the first major aspect to Nep- 
tune in Libra by conjunction and parallel 
on the latter date. The implications here 
are of tremendous emotional, artistic and 
mystic influences; and, with a retrograde 
Mercury, the subjective side of life may be 
stressed more than objective reality. All 
faculties and senses may be stepped up; 
feeling especially may act as an acutely 
sensitized film, revealing new avenues of 
expression and leadership in any field of 
endeavor where a labor of love is a pre- 
requisite. A new understanding of in- 
tangible forces brings with it the realiza- 
tion of scientific methods to create new 
forms of genius which will help to rehabili- 
tate a troubled world, as the trine to 
Uranus in Gemini waxes in power. Under 
such influences a new Joan of Arc or Berna- 
dette may become exponents of mystical 
service. Practical persons may become 
romantic, or discover useful talents far .ex- 
ceeding former ideas. Neptune is the 
planet of the universal, of “all things to all 
men,” of dreams, visions, ideals—captured, 


harnessed, workable—or spreading thin and 
loose in vagaries—wasted, dissipated. But 
Venus, while it has emotional impacts, is 
basically concrete, factual and prudent; 
and such powers may be exercised in Octo- 
ber in starting new relationships, in busi- 
ness, profession® or any venture where 
public contacts are part of the success. 
These qualities are further emphasized as 
Sun, Mercury, Venus and Mars form trine 
aspects to Saturn, which give a very sound 
slant to all the work, moves, changes and 
developments of the month. 

Between the 5th and 23rd of October, the 
influence of the second decanate of Libra 
may be part of any success in promoting 
individual or group activities. These in- 
fluences are dual: on one hand there is 
keen feeling, inspirational, artistic—social, 
charming, free. On the other, there is 
firmness, stability and independence. In- 
tentions may be covered by tact and diplo- 
macy, or may be subjective and indirect; 
but in any case an excellent sense of co- 
ordination, form, and a clear goal is avail- 
able. Attachments in heart interests or 
business -are prominent, but emotional 
reserve and control are strong. Liberation 
of expression is eagerly sought, and the 
impersonal approach should be effective in 
settling problems. 

The squares of Mercury, Sun, Venus and 
Mars to Jupiter on the 5th, 18th and 24th 
respectively, may manifest in either one of 
two directions, the first being to take big 
chances and go overboard in hopes or ex- 
pectations of quick success in any matter. 
The second is a very real tendency to hold 
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on to older forms, customs, habits, people 
or things that have served their purpose or 
need remodeling to fit the new cycle. “The 
old order changes” and new concepts or 
uses in every department of life are being 
established. Conditions of the past four- 
teen years that have seemed impossible of 
amelioration, are in swift process of dis- 
solving. 


October Lunation * 


The New Moon of Oct. 9th has Jupiter 
rising in Cancer and the lunation in the 4th 
house, along with Mercury, Venus and 
Mars, in trine aspect to Uranus and Saturn 
and sextile Pluto. This corroborates the 
indications of the transits and major 
aspects of the month, in that basic, impor- 
tant changes and beginnings for the better 
are in process of taking place. Earnings 
and finances generally should be excellent. 
New jobs, careers, associations, should im- 
prove the outlook and living conditions of 
young or old, male and female. The sound 
study, research, training, labor, effort, that 
is put in any real purpose or ambition, can 
have valuable results in creating a back-log 
of income, profession, happiness and peace 
for years to come. Engagements and mar- 
riages may be numerous, and so may di- 
vorces. Society (the “upper crust” or 400) 
seems to be going by the board, as all sorts 
of people gravitate to those who are con- 
genial spirits, rather than sticking to class 
distinctions. In other words, the socialized 
program of democracy becomes more vital 
to everyone; the war effort will be the great 
leveler. A prodigious move is taking place 
in uncovering basic resources of every kind. 
New metal or chemical fields and agricul- 
tural programs may be developed, while 
science will be doing a terrific job in finding 
new combinations of materials to facilitate 
war production, which should be going at 
top speed. Victories, especially by the Air 
Force, may aid national progress. The 
weather may be temperamental; floods can 
occur over wide areas.

The Full Moon of the 23rd falls across 
the 10th and 4th houses with Pluto rising 
in Leo. Mars and Venus are also in the 
4th, square Jupiter in the 12th house. Im. 
portant changes take place in national 
affairs and home life, probably owing toa 
crisis in supplies, materials, and further 
civilian restrictions. The earlier optimism 
of the month may be deflated. Prices or 
inflationary moves may arise. 


LAST QUARTER 
October 1 to 9 


Venus parallels the Sun and Mars on the 
Ist. A rising emotional tide can be very 
useful if it is applied to realistic purposes, 
ambitions or labors. Discard idle fancies 
or hopes. On the 2nd the Moon squares 
Sun and Mars; stick to individual efficiency 
and definite duties to gain. Neptune enters 
Libra on the 3rd, bringing a big chance to 
start a new build-up of home, finances or 
relationship if nerves and haste are elimi- 
nated. The 4th shows exceptional success 
for new ventures and expansion of older 
projects as Venus, now in Libra, conjuncts 
and parallels Neptune, while the Moon 
forms a series of fortunate aspects. How- 
ever, work, control and definite formula- 
tion of plans will be essential to any 
achievement. Retrograde Mercury squares 
Jupiter and Sun conjuncts Mars on the Sth. 
A sharp readjustment of ideas, plans, bud- 
gets, working conditions, private affairs 
may be essential in making a new start; 
study details, build thrift, credit, on actual 
facts. Excesses or foolish promises now 
will have to be paid for in November the 
hard way. Keen insight and ability attract 
support and fine achievement on the 6th as 
Sun and Mars trine Saturn; production 
takes an upward turn; some transportation 
problem may be solved. The 7th can be 
very profitable for steady efforts and co- 
operation, working up to Venus trine 
Uranus on the 8th, when romance, drama, 
changes at home or in business, marriages, 
may be unusually happy. Anything begun 
on the 8th or 9th that has a practical basis 
of fact, should have lasting value. 
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NEW MOON 
October 9 to 16 

Venus is parallel Neptune at the time of 
the new Moon of the 9th. Wide spread 
programs are set in motion; a big upsweep 
for production and new alliances can im- 
prove all conditions. Venus sextiles Pluto 
and Sun conjuncts Mercury on the 10th; 
work in process, group interests, home 
affairs and finances get a boost. But agree- 
ments, announcements, new starts, may not 
be dependable, or need further elucidation. 
This is also true of the 11th when Mercury 
conjuncts Mars; precipitates action will 
backfire. Commonsense work on plans and 
atrangements proceeds well on the 12th; 
the parallel of Sun to Mercury could reveal 
interesting sidelights to be developed. On 
the 13th Mercury parallels Mars while 
Moon opposes Uranus and Saturn, but has 
fine aspects to Neptune, Venus, Pluto and 
Mercury. Some change of pace may be 
necessary, probably a release of older con- 
ditions, but close cooperation and new 
affiliations promote big projects, when 
backed up by ability and skill. The results 
may show up on the 14th when Venus trines 
Saturn and conjuncts Mercury, although 
the emphasis is on the bird in hand and not 
future hopes, and this is even more true of 
the 15th when Mercury trines Saturn. 


FIRST QUARTER 
October 16° to 23 


The 16th may bean eventful day. Mer- 
cury parallels Venus, and the Moon makes 
a series of adverse aspects; the die-hards 
may be forced to give up ideas or ventures, 
while recklessness could cause loss. Those 
who can use energy practically and con- 
sistently may make special gains, which is 
also true of the 17th. The Sun squares 
Jupiter on the 18th, when broken promises, 
strained credit or over-expansion create 
set-backs and losses; otherwise the 18th is 
splendid for work, play and love, guided 
by reason and sincerity. The 19th, 20th, 
21st, and 22nd are rather negative, but as 
Mercury turns direct on “the 19th these 
days offer a great chance to put well formu- 
lated plans and projects ‘nto working 
operation on soundly conservative lines. 


FULL MOON 
October 23 to 31 

At the Full Moon on the 23rd a good 
many situations come to a head as the Sun 
enters Scorpio, and the Moon is adverse to 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter and Sun. The element 
of change is very strong and may be either 
in the direction of much gain or loss, for 
on that day also Mercury is trine Saturn 
and Venus conjuncts Mars. The losses 
could come through old loves, ideas, habits, 
jobs, homes being disrupted; but previous 
able efforts, study, determined work, can 
reach success while new starts of intimate 
or business relations are stimulated.

sign; the external situation will change, 
development will go on within and without, 
but all the action will be played out against 
the background of the Neptune transit. 
There will be times during this 14-year 
period when for each of you, the Neptune 
influence will be the paramount issue; these 
maximum Neptunian periods will be de- 
termined by the degree of your natal Sun 
(Libra natives born between September 
23rd and 29th of any year will experience 
the actual transit of Neptune over their sun 
during 1942-43), but all of you will be 
under Neptune’s spell for the entire transit 


that it is a one-way 
affair—you see the world just as it always 
was—the curtain exists only for the world 
outside looking in at you. 

The Neptune curtain may be a rosy 
glow, enhancing your personality and en- 
dowing you with capacities far beyond 
those you actually possess. This is all very 
nice if you are able to keep your feet on 
the ground and not fall into the trap of 
accepting the world’s valuation of your 
ability with no evidence to back up this 
opinion. This might not seem a detri- 
mental course at first (and might not prove 
detrimental for some time), but some day 
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Neptune will move on away from your sun 
and unless your inflated idea of yourself 
is backed up by real ability, you’ll find 
yourself going down the ladder faster than 
you came up. If on the other hand you 
are able to keep your head, and strive to 
live up to the Neptunian estimate the 
world places on you, you can move forward 
at an unhoped-for pace during the next 
few years while Saturn and ‘Uranus are 
transiting your mid-heaven houses. 

The dark side of the Neptune picture is 
the misunderstanding that you are almost 
botind to encounter every now and then;

You have to stick to proven facts 
when Neptune hovers near, refusing to suc- 
cumb either to the outside illusion or to the 
inner hunch. The combined planetary con- 
figurations of the next ten years place a 
golden opportunity within your reach, but 
it is one which can be harvested only if you 
maintain constant touch with reality. 


Saturn and Uranus 


Saturn and Uranus moved into your 9th 
house of Understanding on May 8th and 
14th respectively, swinging the emphasis 
away from financial and property problems 
into the sphere of ideas and relationships.

Month by Month

The Buying Capacity Theory 


There is quite a famous saying among 
stock market traders that “you can’t sell 
unless somebody wants to buy.” Also the 
contrary is to be understood, namely, that 
you can’t buy unless someone else wishes 
to sell out to you. 

Plainly, if a broker has a block of stock 
he is offering to sell to you he does not want 
it himself. He wants to get rid of it and 
let you hold it. Likewise, if you own a 
sheaf of stocks that somebody else wants 
to buy at bid-up prices it raises a suspicion 
in your mind that the stock is in demand, 
hence valuable and probably worth more 
money. Upon such considerations as these 
is based the rather indefinite theory of 
“buying capacity and selling pressure.” 
That is, it lends some color to the belief 
that market prices vary according to selling 
pressure as applied to buying capacity. 

If this theory is true and all traders were 
in possession of such a barometer, clearly 
showing “selling pressure,” much of their 
forecasting troubles would vanish for the 
barometer would indicate the pressure 


status at all times, thus going a long way 
toward clarifying future probabilities. 

For example, suppose that upon looking 
over the ticker tape we find unusually large 
blocks of the leading stocks coming along 
with considerable regularity, frequently at 
advancing prices, showing that buying 
capacity is in no way restricted. This would 
indicate that if we had anything to sell we 
might easily tack on to it a few eighths 
above top prices, plus expenses, and let it 
go over the counter. On the other hand, if 
the market was unusually active but prices 
dropped to lower levels on nearly every 
transaction our holdings would not seem to 
be so valuable and the buying capacity 
would be seen restricted to the bargain 
counters only. 

Rules for study of the ticker tape were 
built up on this theory. You merely watch 
the tape, or the blackboard, and solve your 
market problems by these rules. Of course 
some experience and skill would be te 
quired, yet in a way the rules would seem 
helpful, or at least hopeful.

Editor’s note—The hour of moonrise is given for each day during the month. It 
will be noted that one day each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact 
that the time of moonrise advances approximately one hour per day and therefore 
during each month there will be a period during which this lunar day carries through 
from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second succeeding day including therein 
one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a 
crisis or turning point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more 
likely to occur at the time of moonrise, and the same will apply to other general 


conditions. 


There is a relatively slight variation in the time of moonrise for various points 
on the surface of the earth. For all practical purpose the time given herewith may 


be accepted for any locality. 


THURSDAY—OCTOBER 1 
Moonrise—10:35 p.m. 

Mercury ruler. The early a.m. has high 
potentials for romance, financial or busi- 
ness activity.

; a subject of professional difficulties, 
as it is presented to the astrologer, does not 
confine itself to selection of a vocation. In 
many cases individuals are following pro- 
fessions which they like and are equipped 
to handle, yet success eludes them despite 
honest effort. Although there may be vari- 
ous reasons for the failure of the individual 
to move forward in his chosen line, one of 
the most frequent is the tendency of some 
natives to do things invariably at.the wrong 


time—to move when they should sit tight 
and to stand still when they should be push- 
ing forward. 

One of the great services which astrology 
offers in the field of practical affairs lies 
in its effectiveness as a “timing device”’— 
the right action taken at the wrong time 
is seldom any more productive than if the 
action were along the wrong line. 

There are individuals who, despite the 
fact that they are no more capable than 
others around them, manage always to do 
just the right thing at the exact time when 
it is most likely to succeed; the world calls 
these people “lucky” but an investigation 
of their natal charts would probably show 
a relationship between Mars and the lights 
that leads them to react to outer stimuli at 
the most effective time—the beginning of 
a cycle. Nevertheless, this doesn’t mean 
that all individuals who do not have this 
“fortunate” relationship between given 
heavenly bodies must go through life get- 
ting off on the wrong foot, although it does 
mean that they must face the fact that their 
reactions are not always reliable, and there- 
fore they must chart a course carefully and 
stick to it in spite of attractive offers which 
come up later. Usually it is most difficult 
for the astrologer to convince these natives 
that their problem is fundamental; they can 
produce the most plausible reasons for what 
was wrong in each case and, as a rule, only 
a series of setbacks will impress on them 
the fact that their whole problem stems 
from one source. 
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Technique of Timing 


Yet the technique of “timing” is so 
simple that even an elementary student 
of astrology should be able to apply it to 
all cases. The movement of transiting 
Mars around the chart defines the cycle 
which covers most of our everyday activity; 
the heavy transits (Saturn and Uranus) 
mark the larger trends, but the starts and 
stops along the way are signaled by Mars. 
The ideal time for a new beginning of any 
kind is the period of Mars’ transit over its 
position in the radical chart. Most people 
do have an urge to cut loose and start off 
at this period; the difficulty is that there 
is also an urge to do the same thing at the 
time of Mars’ transit over the radical Sun. 
Where Mars is square or opposition the 
radical Sun (the latter aspect, particularly) 
there is a tendency to make a start (and 
often a hasty one) as Mars transits the 
Sun, then to drop things for a seemingly 
more exciting opportunity at the transit 
of Mars over natal Mars (or vice versa). 

With the Moon, another kind of distrac- 
tion enters; Mars’ transit over the radical 
Moon marks a period of high personal 
magnetism. Where Mars is conjunct the 
radical Moon, this period when other people 
find one most charming and attractive co- 
incides with the beginning of a Mars cycle, 
so that opportunity knocks just in time to 
get the native off to a flying start on the 
momentum of a new Mars cycle.* 

Where Mars is square or opposition the 
Moon in the radical chart, the period of 
maximum personal charm occurs at a time 
when the native should be driving steadily 
_ along the road taken at the previous Mars 
transit of its own place; opportunity knocks 
just the same, but the native who follows 
it is liable to find that a rosy prospect has 
faded into empty promise by the time Mars 
again reaches its natal position—instead of 
catching the rising momentum of a new 
Mars cycle, the start is made under the 
gradually decreasing force of the latter half

of the cycle. As with the Sun, the opposi. . 
tion and the square which is formed be 
tween the period of the opposition and that 
of the conjunction are the most dangerous, 

Nevertheless, the case is not nearly so 
hopeless as it sounds; starts should still be 
made as Mars transits its own place (there 
are minor exceptions to this rule which can 
be decided only on the basis of the indi- 
vidual chart); the energy of Mars’ passage 
over the Sun and the magnetism of the 
transit of the Moon should be used delib- 
erately to advance the interests of projects 
undertaken at the beginning of the personal 
Mars cycle (Mars two-year circuit of the 
chart from one transit of radical’ Mars to 
the subsequent transit). 


Example of Application 


The Sagittarian native whose chart is 
published this month writes that he has 
“ventured into the legal profession several 
times and failed because of some unusual 
circumstances not attributed to lack of 
knowledge or short-comings.” He goes on 
to say, “I feel that under the friendless as- 
pects of Saturn and Uranus, I should sit 
tight in my present position until around 
February 1943 before attempting to re- 
enter my profession.” 

The information is meager and without 
the dates of the previous “ventures,” it 
would be impossible to state flatly that tim- 
ing was the sole cause of failure in this 
case, although there isn’t much question but 
that it was an important contributing fac- 
tor. The opposition between Mars and 
the Moon in this chart functions in the 4th 
house of foundations and the 10th house 
of profession—two houses directly con- 
nected with the career. The Sun in the 
personal first house, in square to both Mars 
and the Moon, complicates the problem still 
further, for in general theory, projects 
should get underway during first house 
transiting stimuli. 

The general rule of “new beginnings in 
the first house” can be applied in this case 
if the native understands the fundamental 
problem and holds strictly to a precon- 
ceived plan of action; that is, if he uses 
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the transits of Mars through Sagittarius 
and Capricorn to make contacts, arrange 
finances, clear up preliminary details, per- 
fect plans, get all the trial-and-error part 
of the job over during this period. He must 
keep in mind always that the real aggres- 
sive start must wait until Mars’ transit 
through Aquarius and then must follow 
rigidly the plans formulated during the 
try-out period. 

The alternative here would be to hold 
up all starts until Mars’ transit of Aquarius, 
but since he would, within one month, run 
into the square to the sun and Venus and 
the conjunction of transiting Mars with 
Saturn, the course outlined above is prefer- 
able. This is the kind of exception which 
must be based on the individual chart as 
a whole, and it is given here for that rea- 
son, since the application of the general 
rule in most cases is so simple that no 
illustration is necessary. 

This type of chatt requires careful long- 
range planning at all times, for unless the 
native has a definite goal in mind and a 
stubborn determination to stick to the road 
leading to that particular goal, boredom, 
discouragement with the pace of develop- 
ments or temperamental clashes, can get 
him off on a sidetrack during Mars’ pas- 
sage through the last 10 degrees of Taurus 
and all of Gemini, and emotional conflicts, 
ephemeral opportunities or a clash between 
private and professional interests, can up- 
set plans completely or draw him off on an 
unproductive tangent during Mars’ transit 
over his Moon and through Virgo. 

The transits of Mars through mutable 
signs may be particularly trying during 
Saturn’s stay in Gemini, although the latter 
can hardly be termed “‘friendless,” since 
it sextiles the Moon and trines Mars. The 
opposition of transiting Saturn to the Sun 
and square to its radical place mark this 
as a period of major changes in the life, 
but this does not mean that the changes 
must be destructive—it means that a period 
of change is here and, therefore, it is 
doubly important that action be taken at 
the proper time. In this instance, Janu- 
aty and February 1943 form the period of 
preliminary action (the period from Decem- 
ber 16th to 31st is deliberately omitted 


because of Mars’ squares to transiting 
Saturn and Uranus during this time); 
March and early April mark the time for 
an aggressive start. Careful planning is 
acutely necessary during the coming year 
if the native is to stand firm during the 
six month transit of Mars through Gemini 
from September 1943 through March 1944,

cent months through the diplomacy of the 
Government. Perhaps a more potent 
aspect is that Mars in Leo in the Argentine 
chart is conjunct Saturn in the charts of 
Japan and Hitler. This tie-up between the 
three is due to be under some stress later 
in October when Scorpio is activated, but 
secret factors may explode conditions 
earlier in the month. Bolivia, Brazil, 
Colombia, Peru and Venezuela all have 
strong aspects in cardinal signs; these 
countries may be much disturbed by the 
current Libra transits, especially as secret 
or subversive propaganda is brought to 
bear; but elements may also arise within 
them now, acting with dispatch and au- 
thority to change conditions for the better. 
The Sun sign of Chile is mutable-Virgo, as 
is also Uruguay. The probabilities are that 
Chile has turned a corner of diplomatic 
relationships, and is in process of finding 
new angles of development in world alli- 
ances. Uruguay may be caught between 
opposing forces in October, and there is 
some chance that Montevideo may see an- 
other battle as neighboring countries be- 
come openly hostile.. Danger of losses in 
sea battles still hangs over the Caribbean, 
while the countries bordering on that Sea 
may be involved in diplomatic or armed 
conflicts. For the time being Mexico seems 
more quiet. Panama is under somewhat 
treacherous influences as Neptune goes into 
Libra; another exposé of enemy agents’ 
work in connection with the Canal may be 
startling. Neptune, by declination, is hov- 
ering over the equator; this tends to bring 
all territories to the south into more promi- 
nence as potential factors in war activity, 
if only through changing alliances.

On the 6th the trine to Saturn is formed 
and on the 10th the Sun makes an inferior 
conjunction with Mercury in 17° 06’ Libra 
at 8:33 p.m., E.S.T. On the 10th the Sun 
is parallel Mercury, on the 18th it squares 
Jupiter, and on the 31st forms a square 
with Pluto. 


Mercury 


Mercury, retrograde in 25° 37’ Libra on 
October Ist, turns direct at 10:00 p.m. on 
the 19th in 10° 40’ Libra and reaches 
21° 08’ of that sign on the 31st. Mercury 
squares Jupiter on the 5th, then moves to a 
conjunction with Mars at 6:19 p.m., E.S.T. 
on the 11th, in 16° 02’ Libra. The parallel 
to Mars on the 13th is followed by a con- 
junction with Venus in 12° 50’ Libra, at 
8:35 p.m., E.S.T. on the 14th. On the 
15th Mercury forms the first of two trines 
to Saturn, the second taking place on the 
23rd, with the parallel to Venus occurring 
in between on the 16th. 


Venus 


Venus, in 25° 32’ Virgo on the Ist, enters 
Libra on the 4th and, moving rapidly 
through that sign, enters Scorpio on the 
28th and reaches 4° 18’ Scorpio at the end 
of the month. On the Ist Venus parallels 
Mars; on the 4th it parallels and conjuncts 
Neptune, the latter aspect taking place at 
2:47 p.m., E.S.T., in 0° 03’ Libra. Venus 
trines Uranus on the 8th, then makes a 
second parallel to Neptune on the 9th. A 
sextile to Pluto occurs on the 10th, followed 
by a trine to Saturn on the 14th. The con- 
junction with Mars occurs at 7:09 p.m., 
E.S.T. on the 23rd in 24° 01’ Libra. Venus 
is square Jupiter on the 24th and parallel 
to Mars on the 26th. 


Mars 


Mars travels from 8° 58’ Libra on the 
Ist to 29° 30’ Libra on the 31st, making 
only two major aspects during the month, 
the trine to Saturn on the 6th. and the 
square to Jupiter on the 24th. 


Jupiter and Saturn 


Jupiter moves from 22° 27’ to 25° Ol’ 
Cancer during October, making no aspects 
in transit, but is accentuated by the squares 
it receives from the Sun, Mercury, Venus 
and Mars. 

Saturn, retrograde in Gemini, moves from 
12° 29’ to 11° 20’ of that sign during the 
month. 


Uranus, Neptune and Pluto 


Uranus, also retrograde in Gemini, moves 
from 4° 24’ to 3° 33’ Gemini during Octo- 
ber. 

Neptune, in 29° 55’ Virgo on October 
Ist, makes its long-heralded entry into 
Libra on the 3rd and moves to 0° 59’ Libra 
during the month. Neptune forms no 
aspects, but is emphasized by the conjunc- 
tion with Venus on the 4th and the occulta- 
tion by the Moon on the 8th. 

Pluto moves from 6° 56’ to 7° 14’ Leo 
during October, forming no aspects.

Harmonious Days 


These are days which are commonly classified 
as LUCKY. Days on which you may safely trust 
your own judgment and move forward to your 
objective of the moment with energy and confi- 
dence. People who are only interested in know- 
ing their LUCKY DAYS and whose chief aim in 
life may be to enjoy as much ease and comfort 
and avoid as much hardship as possible will no 
doubt find a list of HARMONIOUS DAYS suffi- 
cient for their purposes. 

There are, however, many others who are not 
so easily satisfied—ambitious, enterprising indi- 
viduals who yearn to progress, achieve, and in a 
word “get somewhere.” They do not mind expe- 
riencing a little—or even more than a little—hard- 
ship if they can thereby accomplish something. 
These enterprising Souls would know the JOY OF 
ACHIEVEMENT — they would LIVE—not just 
exist. 

It has been said of Love, “All the other pleas- 
ures of Life are not worth its pains.” Surely this 
might also be said of any kind of CREATIVE AC- 
TIVITY. What Man with a brain in his head 
worthy of the name would trade a life of action 
in a modern competitive environment, with all its 
anguish, its bitterness, strife and heartaches, for 
the peaceful, contented monotonous ease and ut- 
terly useless uneventful LIVING DEATH of a 
South Sea Islander? 

Crystallization and Death result from a per- 
fect equilibrium of forces. Let us, then, welcome 
conflict, pain and even misery, for “CONFLICT 
IS THE VERY ESSENCE OF LIFE.” Eventually 
MAN through his struggles will arrive at that su- 
preme attainment of the Evolutionary process, 
where pleasure ceases to BE and “Pain merges 
into ecstasy.”’ Then will the PURPOSE OF LIFE 
be realized—that one major purpose to which all 
minor purposes must contribute—the individual 
Creative WILL—IMMORTALITY. 


Negative Days 


On these days you should ATTEND STRICTLY 
TO ROUTINE DUTIES. They are periods of de- 
velopment. We might consider them as BRIDGES 
between the CRITICAL and the HARMONIOUS 
DAYS. 

Changes and important decisions should not be 
made on these days yet they are quite as impor-

_ or otherwise met with on other more positive 

jays. 

On these NEGATIVE DAYS problems of 
HEALTH, EMPLOYMENT and PERSONAL HAP- 
PINESS are usually uppermost and much SELF- 
DISCIPLINE and FAITH may be necessary to 
enable one to labor patiently and efficiently for 
the reason that clouds of DOUBT may hang very 
low—mists of illusions that obscure the vision— 
and may cause you for the time to quite lose 
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sight of your objective—or any purpose in your 
activities. 

This is the time to heed the advice of the great- 
est of Modern Psychologists—Prof. James—“Pa- 
tiently work each hour of a working day and you 
may safely allow the final result to take care of 
itself.” THESE ARE WORKING DAYS in the 
strictest sense of the word. : 


Critical Days 


These are days which are commonly classified 
as UNFORTUNATE but we feel that the words 
INHARMONIOUS, UNFORTUNATE, UNFAVOR- 
ABLE, or UNLUCKY are quite inadequate and 
inaccurate. These words tell only a very small 
part of the story and reveal none of the mysterious 
significance of these IMPORTANT DAYS. 

These CRITICAL DAYS are not UNFORTU- 
NATE so much as they are DANGEROUS. We see 
them as significant milestones upon the Path of 
Progress. They are days whereon the prevailing 
forces of the period in which they fall are much 
more powerful than at any other time—days of 
extreme contrasts. They are INHARMONIOUS 
only because the very intensity of the forces at 
work causes the individual to feel more than ordi- 
narily restless and uncomfortable. They are UN- 
FAVORABLE for action or for making decisions 
only. because this intensity of force, while admit- 
tedly a spur to action and achievement, may also 
in the majority of instances cause the individual 
to go to an extreme (one way or another) with 
the naturally UNFORTUNATE RESULTS of 
excess. The tendency under such powerful 
stimuli is to act impulsively and impetuously 
without proper consideration of all the circum- 
stances involved. 

These days are IMPORTANT principally as IN- 
DICATORS marking changes—a turning point in 
affairs (personal or general)—the end of one 
period of development and the beginning of a new 
epoch. Asa rule it is advisable to reserve ACTION 
and DECISION until the next HARMONIOUS 
DAY following the Critical Day under considera- 
tion. This is not, however, ALWAYS the case. 
It is true that for the above reason an individual 
is much more likely to rush blindly into error on 
one of his CRITICAL days than at any other time; 
but it is also true that the MOST IMPORTANT 
events of a Lifetime occur on these CRITICAL 
DAYS, and if the general influence prevailing 
at the time is otherwise harmonious such an 
event may be classified as SINGULARLY FOR- 
TUNATE. 

The very least that may be said is that on one 
of these CRITICAL DAYS one should be very 
careful and be sure that the day is generally 
favorable for the matter under consideration and 
that he is not guided in his actions merely by 
emotional instability.
